Be  it  ordained  by  the  President  and  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Village 
of  Western  Springs  : 

Section  i.  That  three  hundred  copies  of  the  ordinances 
and  laws  governing  the  Village  of  Western  Springs,  as  revised  and 
arranged  in  sections  and  chapters,  by  said  Board  of  Trustees,  and 
passed  by  the  President  and  Board  of  Trustees  of  said  Village  on 
the  28th  day  of  Sept.,  A.  D.  1886,  and  approved  by  said  Presi¬ 
dent  on  the  28th  day  of  Sept.,  A.  D.  1886,  be  and  the  same  are 
hereby,  by  authority  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  said  Village,

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LAWS  AND  ORDINANCES 

OB'  THE 

VILLAGE  OF  WESTERN  SPRINGS. 


Whereas  it  is  expedient  that  the  General  Ordinances  of  the 
Village  of  Western  Springs  should  be  revised,  compiled  and  arranged 
in  chapters  and  sections  ;  therefore 

Be  it  Ordained  by  the  President  and  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Village 

of  Western  Springs,  in  the  manner  following : 

CHAPTER  I. 

ACTIONS,  ARRESTS,  TRIALS  AND  PUNISHMENTS. 

Section  i.  Actions,  suits  and  prosecutions,  for  the  violation 
of  any  village  ordinance,  may  be  prosecuted  in  the  name  of  the 
Village  of  Western  Springs,  before  the  Village  Magistrate,  or  any 
Justice  of  the  Peace  of  the  County  of  Cook  and  State  of  Illinois. 

Sec.  2.  Before  any  suit  shall  be  brought  in  the  name  of  the 
Village  of  Western  Springs  for  the  recovery  of  any  fine,  penalty,  or 
forfeiture,  except  in  cases  of  arrest  without  process,  the  person  pros¬ 
ecuting,  or  some  one  in  his  behalf,  shall  file  a  written  statement, 
signed  by  him,  substantially  as  follows  : 

A - B - to  the  Village  of  Western  Springs.  Dr.  to  $ - for  breach  of  sec¬ 
tion - ,of  chapter  No. - ,  entitled - of  ordinances.  In  this,  to-wit :  (Here  in 

general  terms  describe  the  particular  breach  substantially  in  the  language  of  the 
ordinance),  on  or  about  the - day  of - ,  A.  D.  188 — .  Signed,  C.  D. 

Sec.  3.  The  statement  may  include  several  persons  charged 
with  the  same  violation  of  any  ordinance.  No  suit  shall  be  dis¬ 
missed  for  any  defect  of  form  in  the  statement,  if  it  substantially 
sets  forth  the  nature  of  the  violation  alleged.  All  papers  and  pro¬ 
cesses  may  be  amended  to  show  the  fact,  in  the  discretion  of  the 
court  before  whom  the  action  is  pending. 
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Sec.  4.  All  fines,  forfeitures,  penalties  and  costs  imposed 
against  any  person  by  any  ordinance,  for  the  breach  thereof,  may 
be  recovered  by  suit  in  debt,  or  other  proper  form  of  action,  and 
judgment  may  be  rendered  and  collected  by  execution  or  other 
process,  and  all  fines  and  money  so  collected  shall  be  paid  to  the 
Village  Treasurer  within  ten  days  after  its  collection.  In  all  actions 
and  suits  for  the  violation  of  any  ordinance,  the  first  process  shall  be 
a  summons,  where  arrest  upon  view,  without  process,  is  not  made,  or 
a  warrant  is  not  issued. 

Sec.  5.  No  prosecution,  recovery,  or  acquittal  for  the  violation 
of  any  ordinance,  shall  constitute  a  defense  to  any  other  prosecu¬ 
tion  of  the  same  party  for  any  other  violation  of  any  such  ordinance, 
although  the  different  causes  of  action  existed  at  the  same  time,  and 
if  united,  would  not  have  exceeded  the  jurisdiction  of  the  court, 
justice  or  magistrate. 

Sec.  6.  Summons  shall  be  substantially  in  the  following  form  :

The  people  of  the  State  of  Illinois  to  the  marshal,  any  policeman,  special  po¬ 
liceman  or  constable  of  the  Village  of  Western  Springs,  or  any  constable  of  said 

County,  greeting  :  You  are  hereby  commanded  to  summon  A - B - to  appear 

before  me,  one  of  the - ,  at  my  office  in  said  Village,  on  the - day  of - , 

A.  D.  188 — ,  at - o’clock - M.,  to  answer  the  complaint  of  the  Village  of 

Western  Springs,  for  a  failure  to  pay  the  said  Village  a  certain  demand  not  ex¬ 
ceeding  two  hundred  dollars,  and  hereof  make  due  return  as  the  law  directs. 

Given  under  my  hand  this - day  of - ,  A.  D.  188 — .

Sec.  7.  Whenever  any  person  shall  make  complaint  in  writing, 
verified  by  affidavit,  to  the  magistrate,  or  any  justice  of  the  peace, 
as  aforesaid,  and  shall  state  in  said  complaint  that  any  ordinance 
of  said  Village  of  Western  Springs  has  been  violated,  and  that  he, 
the  complainant,  has  reasonable  grounds  to  believe  that  the  person 
charged  in  such  complaint  with  such  violation  is  guilty  thereof, 
said  magistrate  or  justice  may  issue,  in  the  first  instance,  a  warrant 
for  the  arrest  of  the  person  so  charged. 

Sec.  8.  Warrants  shall  be  substantially  in  the  following  form  :

The  people  of  the  State  of  Illinois  to  the  marshal,  any  policeman,  special  po¬ 
liceman,  or  constable  of  the  Village  of  Western  Springs,  or  any  constable  of  said 
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County,  greeting:  You  are  hereby  commanded  to  take  the  body  of  A - B - 

and  bring  him  forthwith  before  me,  at  my  office  in  said  Village,  to  answer  the  com¬ 
plaint  of  the  Village  of  Western  Springs  for  a  failure  to  pay  said  Village  a  certain 
demand  not  exceeding  two  hundred  dollars,  and  hereof  make  due  return  as  the  law 
directs. 

Given  under  my  hand  this - day  of - ,  A.  D.  188 — .

Sec.  9.  Whenever  any  person  shall  be  arrested  on  view,  with¬ 
out  process,  and  shall  be  taken  before  any  court,  the  magistrate  or 
justice  shall  note  upon  his  docket  the  cause  of  such  arrest,  as  stated 
by  the  officer  making  the  arrest,  and  proceed  to  hear  and  determine 
the  cause  in  the  same  manner  as  if  the  defendant  had  been  arrested 
by  a  warrant. 

Sec.  10.  The  officer  who  shall  execute  any  writ  or  process 
shall  proceed  in  the  execution  of  his  duty  in  the  same  manner  as 
constables  are  required  to  proceed  under  the  laws  of  this  State, 
except  as  changed  by  this  chapter. 

Sec.  11.  No  person  shall  resist  any  marshal,  policeman  or 
constable  in  the  discharge  of  his  duty,  or  shall  in  any  way  interfere 
with  or  hinder  or  prevent  him  from  discharging  his  duty  as  such 
officer,  or  shall  offer  or  endeavor  to  do  so  ;  nor  shall  in  any  manner 
assist  any  person  in  custody  of  any  such  officer  to  escape  or  attempt 
to  escape  from  such  custody,  nor  shall  rescue  or  attempt  to  rescue 
any  person  in  custody. 

Sec.  12.  The  marshal,  policemen,  and  special  policemen  are 
hereby  severally  authorized  to  arrest,  on  view,  with  or  without  pro¬ 
cess,  any  person  who  may  break  the  peace  or  violate  any  ordinance 
of  said  Village,  and  to  take  such  person  forthwith  before  the  said 
magistrate,  or  any  justice  of  the  peace  whose  office  is  located  in 
said  Village  or  in  said  county. 

Sec.  13.  In  case  such  arrest  is  in  the  night  or  on  Sunday,  the 
person  arresting  may  detain  the  person  arrested  in  custody  over 
night,  or  over  Sunday,  in  the  village  calaboose,  or  any  safe  place, 
until  such  person  can  be  brought  before  the  Village  Magistrate  or 
a  justice  of  the  peace  for  trial. 

Sec.  14.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  keeper  of  the  village  cal¬ 
aboose,  or  keeper  of  other  place  of  confinement  provided  for  vio¬ 
lators  of  said  ordinances,  to  receive,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized 
and  empowered  to  receive,  from  any  officer  legally  empowered  to 
make  arrests,  any  person  by  such  officer  arrested,  and  to  safely 
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keep  him  until  he  can  be  safely  brought  before  the  proper  court 
and  tried  for  such  offense. 

Sec.  15.  If  for  any  cause  a  continuance  is  granted  a  defend¬ 
ant  under  arrest,  he  may  give  special  bail  for  his  appearance  before 
the  court  by  having  endorsed  upon  the  back  of  the  warrant  the 
following  acknowledgment,  to-wit  : 

I,  C - D— — acknowledge  myself  special  bail  for  the  within  named  A - 

B— . 

Witness  my  hand  this - day  of - ,  A.  D.  188 — .  C.  D. 

Approved  : - ,  P.  M.  or  J.  P. 

Which  endorsement  shall  be  signed  by  one  or  more  sureties,  to 
be  approved  by  the  court  to  whom  the  writ  is  returnable,  or  before 
whom  the  suit  is  pending.  When  arrests  are  made  at  night,  or  on 
Sunday,  the  Village  Marshal,  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
Police  Magistrate,  or  Justice  of  the  Peace  may  take  special  bail,  in 
form  provided  in  this  section. 

Sec.  16.  In  place  of  special  bail,  personal  property,  or  choses 
in  action,  of  sufficient  value  to  satisfy  the  probable  judgment  and 
costs,  may,  in  the  discretion  of  the  court,  be  taken. 

In  such  case  the  following  shall  be  endorsed  upon  the  back  of 
the  warrant : 

I,  A -  B - ,  pledge  the  following  property - for  my  appearance 

before  C - D - ,  J.  P.  or  P.  M.,  on  the - day  of - ,  188 — ,  at  —  o’clock 

—  M.  on  said  day,  and  hereby  waive  exemption  rights  in  the  same. 

Witness  my  hand,  this - day  of - ,  A.  D.  188 — .  A.  B. 

Approved  : - ,  P.  M.  or  J.  P. 

Sec.  17.  Upon  the  trial  of  any  cause  in  which  special  bail 
shall  have  been  given,  if  the  defendant  shall  be  found  guilty,  judg¬ 
ment  shall  be  rendered  against  both  principal  and  surety  (in  the 
special  bail)  for  the  amount  of  the  fine  assessed  by  the  court  or 
jury,  and  all  costs  that  may  have  accrued.  In  case  personal  prop¬ 
erty  or  choses  in  action  were  given  in  lieu  of  special  bail,  and 
judgment  is  rendered  against  the  defendant,  execution  shall  issue 
and  said  property  be  sold  under  it.  Exemption  rights  shall  be 
waived  by  making  such  pledge  of  said  property  or  choses  in  action. 

Sec.  18.  The  manner  of  conducting  trials,  granting  continu¬ 
ances  and  changes  of  venue,  subpoenaing  witnesses,  summoning 
and  impaneling  juries,  and  taking  appeals,  shall  be  the  same  as  in 
civil  cases  before  justices  of  the  peace. 
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Sec.  19.  In  all  cases  of  trial  for  violation  of  any  ordinance, 
either  party  may  have  the  cause  tried  by  a  jury,  if  he  shall  so 
demand  before  the  trial  is  entered  upon,  and  will  first  pay  the  fees 
of  the  jurors.  The  number  of  jurors  shall  be  six,  or  any  greater 
number,  not  exceeding  twelve,  as  either  party  may  desire. 

Sec.  20.  All  officers  making  arrests  shall  attend  as  witnesses 
before  the  court  where  the  trial  may  be  had,  and  shall  procure  all 
necessary  evidence  in  their  power,  and  furnish  a  list  of  witnesses 
to  the  court ;  and  no  village  officer  shall  be  entitled  to  any  witness 
fee  to  be  taxed  against  the  village  in  any  action  for  a  violation  of 
any  ordinance  where  the  Village  is  plaintiff.  No  costs  of  any  kind 
shall  be  taxed  against  or  collected  of  the  Village,  in  which  said 
Village  is  plaintiff  in  any  suit  brought  for  the  violation  of  any  ordi¬ 
nance  ;  but  the  court  may,  in  its  discretion,  tax  and  give  judgment 
for  such  costs  against  the  prosecuting  witness. 

Sec.  21.  In  every  case  where  the  trial  for  the  breach  of  any 
ordinance  shall  be  by  jury,  the  court  shall  record  the  verdict. 
The  amount  of  the  fine,  penalty,  forfeiture,  imprisonment  or  pun¬ 
ishment,  the  limits  of  which  are  provided  by  any  ordinance,  shall 
be  found  by  the  jury  if  they  find  the  defendant  guilty,  and  the 
court  shall  render  judgment  in  accordance  therewith,  and  the  costs 
of  suit.  If  the  verdict  shall  be  “not  guilty,”  and  the  defendant  is 
in  custody,  he  shall  be  discharged. 

Sec.  22.  Commitment  of  any  person,  as  provided  in  this 
chapter,  shall  be  by  process,  under  the  hand  of  the  court  which 
shall  have  made  the  order  for  such  commitment. 

Sec.  23.  In  all  cases  where  any  person  convicted  of  a  breach 
of  any  of  said  ordinances  shall  fail,  neglect,  or  refuse  forthwith  to 
pay  any  fine  or  penalty  and  costs  which  may  be  adjudged  against 
him,  it  shall  be  competent  and  lawful  for  the  court  before  whom 
such  conviction  is  had  to  order  that  such  person,  so  convicted  as 
aforesaid,  shall  be  committed  to  the  jail  of  Cook  County,  the  vil¬ 
lage  calaboose,  or  other  place  provided  by  said  Village  for  the  in¬ 
carceration  of  offenders  in  such  cases,  there  to  remain  until  such 
fine,  penalty,  and  costs  shall  be  fully  paid,  or  otherwise  legally  dis¬ 
charged  ;  provided,  that  no  such  imprisonment  shall  exceed  six 
months  for  any  one  offense.  In  all  cases  where  any  person  is  so 
committed  to  the  village  calaboose,  he  shall  be  required  to  work 
for  the  corporation  at  such  labor  as  his  strength  will  permit,  at  any 
place  within  the  Village,  not  exceeding  ten  hours  each  working  day, 
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and  for  such  work  the  person  so  employed  shall  be  allowed,  exclu¬ 
sive  of  his  board,  fifty  cents  for  each  day’s  work  on  account  of 
such  fine  and  costs. 

Sec.  24.  No  officer,  judicial  or  ministerial,  shall  in  any  man¬ 
ner  compromise  with  any  person  charged  with  the  violation  of  any 
ordinance  of  this  Village  without  direction  by  resolution  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  ;  nor  commute,  release,  remit,  suspend,  or  di¬ 
minish  any  judgment  or  fine  rendered  or  imposed  for  violation  of 
any  ordinance,  nor  shall  give  time  for  the  payment  of  any  such 
judgment  or  fine  ;  but  the  officer  rendering  such  judgment  shall, 
unless  the  same  be  paid  immediately  upon  the  rendition  of  the 
same,  issue  the  proper  process  for  the  collection  of  such  judgment, 
or  for  the  committal  of  the  person  against  whom  the  same  was 
rendered. 

Sec.  25.  All  prosecutions  for  the  violation  of  any  ordinance, 
or  for  any  fine  or  forfeiture  under  the  same,  shall  be  commenced 
within  one  year  and  six  months  from  the  time  of  committing  the 
offense  or  incurring  the  fine  or  forfeiture.  No  period  during  which 
the  party  charged  was  not  usually  and  publicly  resident  within 
the  State  of  Illinois  shall  be  included  within  the  time  of  limitation. 
When  the  proceedings  upon  any  warrant  or  process  for  the  viola¬ 
tion  of  any  village  ordinance  are  reversed  on  appeal,  or  writ  of 
error,  or  quashed,  set  aside  or  dismissed  without  a  trial  on  the 
merits,  the  time  during  such  pendency  of  said  proceedings  shall  not 
be  reckoned  within  the  time  limited  by  this  section  so  as  to  bar 
new  proceedings  for  the  same  offense. 

Sec.  26.  Every  person  convicted  of  a  violation  of  any  pro¬ 
vision,  clause,  or  section  of  this  ordinance  and  its  several  chapters, 
or  of  any  ordinance,  shall  be  fined  not  to  exceed  two  hundred  dol¬ 
lars  for  each  offense.

CHAPTER  II. 

ANIMALS  RUNNING  AT  LARGE. 

Section  i.  No  cows,  horses,  mules,  swine,  sheep,  goats,  geese 
or  cattle  of  any  kind  shall  be  permitted  to  run  at  large  within  the 
Village  of  Western  Springs. 

Sec.  2.  Any  owner  or  owners  of  any  such  animal  or  animals,, 
who  shall  permit  the  same  to  run  at  large,  contrary  to  the  provis¬ 
ions  of  section  one  of  this  chapter,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  penalty 
of  two  dollars  for  each  animal  so  permitted  to  run  at  large,  together 
with  the  costs  of  impounding,  and  the  expense  of  sustenance  for 
such  animal  or  animals,  when  impounded,  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec.  3.  The  herding,  or  tying,  or  staking  out  of  any  animal  or 
animals  mentioned  in  the  foregoing  section,  upon  unenclosed  lands 
without  the  written  consent  of  the  owner  or  person  having  control 
of  said  lands  ;  or  the  tying  or  staking  out  of  any  of  said  animals 
upon  the  owner’s  own  unenclosed  land,  or  upon  that  of  a  consenting 
owner,  in  such  a  manner  that  the  said  animals  can  move  onto  or 
trespass  upon  the  land  of  any  owner  not  giving  said  written  con¬ 
sent,  or  upon  any  public  street,  avenue,  alley  or  sidewalk,  shall  be 
deemed  running  at  large. 

Sec.  4.  The  Board  of  Trustees  may,  by  order  or  resolution,, 
establish  as  many  pounds  as  they  may  deem  proper,  each  pound 
to  be  placed  in  the  charge  of  a  pound-keeper. 

Sec.  5.  The  Board  of  Trustees  may  appoint  pound-keepers  for 
such  pounds,  or  appoint  a  policeman  to  do  the  duties  of  a  pound- 
keeper  for  such  time  as  they  may  see  fit,  and  such  appointment 
shall  be  revokable  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  pound-keeper,  and  of  any 
policeman,  to  take  up  and  impound  any  animal  known  to  him  to 
be  running  at  large  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  section  one  of 
this  chapter. 

Sec.  7.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  person  over  the  age  of  eighteen 
years,  to  take  up  any  animal  running  at  large  contrary  to  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  section  one  of  this  chapter,  and  to  take  the  same  to  any 
pound  in  said  Village  of  Western  Springs,  and  for  so  doing  he  shall 
receive  from  the  Treasurer  of  said  Village,  when  collected,  an  im- 
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pounding  fee  for  each  animal  so  taken  up  and  impounded  by  him  ; 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  pound-keeper  to  enter  upon  his 
books  forthwith,  the  name  and  residence  of  the  person  so  taking 
any  such  animal  to  the  pound. 

Sec.  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  pound-keeper  to  receive 
into  the  pound  all  animals  brought  there  in  pursuance  of  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  sections  six  and  seven  of  this  chapter  ;  to  provide  proper 
sustenance  for  all  animals  impounded  ;  and  if  such  animals  are  not 
redeemed  within  three  days  after  the  same  are  impounded,  to  make 
complaint  before  the  police  magistrate  or  any  justice  of  the  peace 
liaving  his  office  in  the  Village  of  Western  Springs,  against  the 
owner  of  such  animal  for  a  violation  of  section  two  of  this  chapter; 
which  complaint  shall  contain  a  description  of  such  animal,  and 
when  and  where  impounded. 

Sec.  9.  Upon  filing  the  complaint  provided  for  in  the  last 
section,  if  the  name  of  the  owner  is  given  therein,  then  the  magis¬ 
trate  or  justice  shall  issue  a  summons,  as  in  case  of  proceedings  for 
the  collection  of  fines  for  the  violation  of  other  ordinances  ;  and 
if  judgment  be  given  against  such  owner,  said  justice  shall  order  a 
sale  of  such  animal  to  satisfy  the  judgment,  costs  of  suit  and  ex¬ 
penses  of  impounding  and  sustenance. 

Sec.  10.  When  the  owner  of  any  animal  impounded  shall  be 
unknown,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  pound-keeper,  when  the  same 
shall  be  impounded,  to  make  complaint  as  provided  in  section 
eight  of  this  chapter,  against  the  unknown  owner  of  said  animal, 
describing  the  animal ;  and  thereupon  the  officer  before  whom  said 
•complaint  shall  be  made  shall  issue  a  notice  in  substance  as  fol¬ 
lows,  to-wit  : 

POUND  NOTICE. 

Whereas,  Complaint  has  been  made  before  me,  this  day,  that  the  unknown 

owner  of  the  following  described  animals,  to-wit : - Impounded  at - on  the - 

day  of - A.  D.  18 — ,  has  permitted  the  same  to  run  at  large,  contrary  to  the  ordi¬ 

nances  of  the  Village  of  Western  Springs  ;  Now,  therefore,  notice  is  hereby  given 
that  a  trial  will  be  had  upon  the  said  complaint  at  my  office,  in  the  Village  of  West¬ 
ern  Springs,  on  the - day  of - ,  A.  D.  18 — ,  at  the  hour  of - M.,  when  and 

where  the  unknown  owner  may  appear  and  defend,  if  he  sees  fit  so  to  do. 

Witness  my  hand  this - day  of - ,  A.  D.  18 — . 

- J.  P.  or  P.  M. 

The  day  named  in  said  notice  for  trial  shall  not  be  less  than 
five  nor  more  than  fifteen  days  from  the  time  of  issuing  the  notice  ; 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  pound-keeper,  upon  making  the 
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complaint,  forthwith  to  post  three  copies  of  said  notice  ;  one  at 
the  pound  where  the  animal  is  impounded,  one  at  the  office  of  the 
justice  or  police  magistrate  issuing  the  same,  and  one  at  the  door 
of  the  village  hall,  or  at  or  near  the  door  of  the  building  used  as  a 
village  hall,  and  to  return  said  notice  with  the  time  and  manner  of 
posting. 

Sec.  ii.  The  justice  or  police  magistrate  issuing  said  notice 
shall  enter  the  cause  upon  his  docket  as  follows,  to-wit :  “  The 

Village  of  Western  Springs  vs.  the  Unknown  Owner  of”  (here 
specify  the  animals),  and  upon  the  return  of  the  notice  prescribed 
in  the  last  section  like  proceedings  shall  be  had  as  in  the  case  of 
personal  service  or  appearance  ;  provided ,  that  in  all  cases  of  un¬ 
known  owners  the  trial  shall  be  a  jury  trial. 

Sec.  12.  Upon  the  rendition  of  any  judgment,  as  provided  in 
this  chapter,  the  justice  of  the  peace  or  police  magistrate  render¬ 
ing  the  same  shall  issue  to  the  pound-keeper  an  order  which  shall 
be  in  the  following  form,  as  nearly  as  may  be  : 

The  People  of  the  State  of  Illinois  to - ,  Pound  Keeper. 

We  Command  You,  That  of  the  following  described  goods  and  chattels,  to-wit  : 

- the  property  of - you  make  the  sum  of - dollars  and - cents  debt,  and 

- dollars  and - cents  costs,  which  the  Village  of  Western  Springs  lately  re¬ 
covered  before  me,  against  the  said - ,  and  hereof  make  due  return. 

Given  under  my  hand  this - day  of - ,  A.  D.  18 — . 

- J.  P.  or  P.  M. 

Sec.  13.  Upon  the  receipt  of  such  order  the  pound-keeper 
shall  immediately  post  three  notices,  in  like  places  as  provided  in 
section  ten  of  this  chapter,  in  substance  as  follows  : 

POUND  NOTICE. 

Taken  up  and  impounded  in  the  village  pound  of  the  Village  of  Western 

Springs,  the  following  described  animals  : - which,  unless  redeemed,  will  be  sold 

at  public  auction,  for  costs,  to  the  highest  bidder,  at  said  pound,  at  the  hour  of - 

o’clock - M.,  on  the - day  of - ,  A.  D.  188 — . 

- ,  Pound-Keeper. 

The  day  of  sale  mentioned  in  said  notice  shall  be  the  third 
day  after  posting  the  same,  exclusive  of  Sundays,  holidays  and 
election  days  ;  and  if  said  animal  is  not  redeemed,  the  pound-keeper 
shall  sell  the  same  in  accordance  with  said  notice.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  pound-keeper  to  return  such  order,  within  twenty  days, 
after  its  date,  to  the  officer  issuing  the  same,  with  an  endorsement 
showing  when  and  how  the  same  was  executed.

LAWS  AND  ORDINANCES. 


Sec.  14.  The  pound-keeper  shall  be  entitled  to  the  sum  of 
fifty  cents  for  each  horse,  head  of  cattle  and  swine,  and  twenty- 
five  cents  for  each  sheep,  goat  or  goose  impounded  ;  and  he  shall 
be  entitled  to  receive  for  providing  sustenance  for  each  day  or  part 
of  day  the  same  may  be  impounded,  the  following  sums,  to-wit  : 
fifty  cents  for  each  horse  and  head  of  cattle,  and  twenty-five  cents 
for  each  swine,  sheep,  goat  and  goose. 

Sec.  15.  The  police  magistrate  or  justice  shall,  after  deduct¬ 
ing  his  fees  in  the  case,  from  any  money  he  may  receive  from  the 
sale  of  any  impounded  animal,  pay  to  the  pound-keeper  of  the 
pound  wherein  the  same  was  impounded,  the  amount  he  may  be 
entitled  to  receive  under  the  provisions  of  section  fourteen  of  this 
chapter,  and  the  balance,  if  any,  he  shall  pay  to  the  treasurer  of 
the  Village  of  Western  Springs  within  ten  days  after  the  receipt 
thereof. 

Sec.  16.  At  any  time  prior  to  the  date  for  which  the  trial  shall 
be  set,  the  owner  of  any  impounded  animal  may  redeem  the  same 
by  paying  to  the  pound-keeper  of  the  pound  in  which  the  same  is 
impounded,  such  sums  as  he  may  be  entitled  to  receive  for  fees  and 
■sustenance  under  the  provisions  of  section  fourteen  of  this  chapter, 
•and  all  other  costs  ;  provided,  that  nothing  in  this  section  shall 
authorize  the  pound-keeper  to  demand  as  fees  any  part  of  the  pen¬ 
alty  provided  for  in  section  two  of  this  chapter. 

Sec.  17.  At  any  time  after  judgment,  and  before  the  sale 
thereof,  the  owner  of  any  impounded  animal  may  redeem  the  same 
by  paying  to  the  police  magistrate  or  justice  by  whom  the  judg¬ 
ment  was  rendered,  the  amount  of  the  judgment  and  costs,  includ¬ 
ing  the  amount  the  pound-keeper  may  be  entitled  to  receive  under 
the  provisions  of  section  fourteen  of  this  chapter  ;  and  the  money 
so  paid  to  the  justice  shall  be  by  him  disposed  of  as  is  provided  in 
section  fifteen  of  this  chapter. 

Sec.  18.  When  any  animal  shall  have  been  redeemed  before 
judgment  is  rendered  against  the  owner,  such  owner  shall  be  liable 
to  the  penalty  provided  in  section  two  of  this  chapter,  to  be 
collected  as  other  penalties  for  violation  of  ordinances. 

Sec.  19.  No  person  shall  purchase,  or  be  interested,  directly 
or  indirectly,  in  the  purchase  of  any  animal  by  him  taken  up,  im¬ 
pounded  or  sold. 

Sec.  20.  No  person  shall  hinder,  delay  or  obstruct  any  person 
■engaged  in  taking  to  any  pound  in  said  Village  any  animal  liable 
4o  be  impounded. 
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Sec.  21.  Each  pound-keeper  shall  render  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  whenever  called  upon  by  said  Board  so  to  do,  and  at  the 
last  meeting  of  said  Board  during  each  municipal  year,  a  full  state¬ 
ment,  under  oath,  of  all  animals  by  him  received  into  his  pound, 
and  of  those  redeemed  by  the  owners  ;  he  shall  also  keep  a  record 
in  which  he  shall  enter,  from  time  to  time  as  they  occur,  all  the 
matters  required  to  be  shown  in  such  statement,  and  upon  which 
he  shall  take  the  receipt  of  the  owners  for  animals  redeemed. 

Sec.  22.  When  the  surplus  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  any  animal, 
as  mentioned  in  section  fifteen  of  this  chapter,  shall  have  been 
paid  to  the  treasurer,  the  owner  of  such  animal,  upon  satisfactory 
evidence  of  his  right  thereto  being  presented  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  may  have  a  warrant  on  the  treasurer  for  such  surplus. 

Sec.  23.  Pound-keepers  shall  possess  and  exercise  the  powers 
and  duties  of  policemen  for  the  preservation  of  the  public  peace, 
the  property  of  the  Village,  and  all  animals  impounded. 

Sec.  24.  No  person  shall  take  up,  drive  or  carry  to  any  pound, 
any  animal  not  legally  liable  to  be  impounded. 

Sec.  25.  Any  person  violating  any  clause,  section  or  provision 
of  this  ordinance,  shall  be  fined  in  a  sum  not  exceeding  twenty-five 
dollars. 


CHAPTER  III. 

ATTORNEY. 

Section  i.  The  attorney  shall  conduct  all  the  legal  business 
of  the  Village,  and  shall  draw  such  ordinances,  deeds,  leases,  con¬ 
tracts  and  other  papers  as  may  be  required  of  him  by  the  Board 
of  Trustees  or  any  committee  thereof. 

Sec.  2.  He  shall  when  required  furnish  written  opinions  upon 
any  subject  submitted  to  him  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  or  any 
member  thereof. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  attorney  to  attend  all 
regular  meetings  of  the  Board,  and  any  and  all  special  meetings, 
when  requested  by  the  president  or  any  member  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees. 
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Sec.  4.  He  shall  keep  a  docket  of  all  actions  in  courts  of 
record,  prosecuted  or  defended,  in  which  the  Village  may  be  a 
party,  and  all  proceedings  had  therein,  and  which  shall  at  all  times 
be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  President  or  any  committee  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees. 

Sec.  5.  Upon  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  office,  or  resigna¬ 
tion  or  removal  therefrom,  he  shall  forthwith  turn  over  to  his  suc¬ 
cessor  in  office,  all  deeds,  leases  or  other  papers  in  his  handsr 
belonging  ,  to  the  Village,  together  with  a  statement  showing  what 
action,  if  any,  has  been  had  therein. 

Sec.  6.  He  shall  annually,  on  or  before  the  first  regular  meet¬ 
ing  in  April  in  each  year,  report  in  writing  to  the  Board  of  Trustees 
a  statement  of  all  suits  instituted  and  pending  in  Courts  of  Record, 
in  which  the  Village  is  plaintiff  or  defendant,  in  which  report  shall 
be  stated  the  names  of  all  defendants  and  plaintiffs,  the  nature  of 
the  action,  the  date  of  the  commencement,  and  the  several  steps 
that  have  been  taken  in  court  during  his  term  of  office  to  bring 
such  suits  to  final  issue,  together  with  such  explanatory  remarks  as 
he  may  see  fit  to  append. 

Sec.  7.  Said  Village  Attorney  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  as 
remuneration  for  his  services,  not  to  exceed  the  sum  of  one  hun¬ 
dred  dollars  per  annum.  He  shall  also  be  entitled  to  receive  from 
the  general  treasury  such  expenses  as  may  be  necessary  in  the  per¬ 
formance  of  his  duties,  provided  the  same  are  previously  author¬ 
ized  to  be  incurred  by  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 


CHAPTER  IV. 

BOUNDARIES. 

The  corporate  limits  of  the  Village  of  Western  Springs  in  the 
County  of  Cook,  and  State  of  Illinois,  shall  embrace  and  include 
within  the  same  the  following  territory,  to-wit : 

Beginning  at  a  point  one  quarter  of  a  mile  south  of  the  quarter 
section  corner  between  Sections  5  and  8,  Town  38  north,  Range  12 
east  of  the  3d  P.  M.;  thence  north  along  the  north  and  south 
quarter  section  line  to  the  road  known  as  the  Aurora,  Naperville 
and  Chicago  Road  ;  thence  westerly  along  the  center  of  said  road 
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to  a  point  one  quarter  of  a  mile  west  of  the  north  and  south  quar¬ 
ter  line  in  Section  6  ;  thence  south  parallel  with  said  quarter  line 
to  a  point  one  quarter  of  a  mile  south  of  the  south  line  of  said  sec¬ 
tion  ;  thence  east  on  a  line  parallel  with  the  south  line  of  Sections 
5  and  6  to  the  place  of  beginning. 

The  said  boundaries  include  the  following  named  parcels  of 
land,  to-wit :  The  W.  y2  of  Section  5  ;  the  N.  E.  y  of  Section  6  ;  the 
S.  E.  y  of  Section  6;"  the  E.  y2  of  the  N.  W.  y  of  Section  6  the 
E.  ^  of  S.  W.  %  of  Section  6  ;  the  N.  E.  y  of  N.  W.  y  of  Sec¬ 
tion  7  ;  the  N.  W.  y  and  N.  E.  y  of  N.  E.  y  of  Section  7  ;  the 
N.  W.  y  and  N.  E.  y  of  N.  W.  y  of  Section  8,  Town  38  north, 
Range  12  east  of  the  3d  P.  M.;  also  all  that  portion  of  Sections  31 
and  32,  Town  39  north,  Range  12  east  of  the  3d  P.  M.,  lying  south 
of  the  center  of  the  aforesaid  Aurora,  Naperville  and  Chicago 
Road. 


CHAPTER  V. 

CLERK. 

Section  i.  The  Village  Clerk  shall  keep  his  office  at  the  reg¬ 
ular  place  provided  for  the  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  ;  he 
shall  keep  the  corporate  seal  and  affix  the  same  to  all  papers  which 
require  it ;  he  shall  keep  all  records  and  papers  belonging  to  the 
Village  ;  he  shall  attend  all  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and 
keep  a  full  record  of  its  proceedings  in  the  regular  journal  provided 
for  that  purpose  ;  he  shall  prepare  all  warrants  for  the  payment  of 
money,  and  take  proper  receipts  when  he  delivers  the  same.  He 
shall  make  copies  of  all  papers  duly  filed  in  his  office,  and  make 
transcripts  from  the  journals  or  other  records  or  files  in  his  office, 
certified  by  him  under  the  corporate  seal  whenever  necessary  in 
any  suit  or  proceedings,  upon  request  of  any  officer  of  the  Village 
who  may  have  use  for  them  in  behalf  of  the  Village. 

Sec.  2.  All  ordinances  passed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall 
be  recorded  by  the  clerk  in  a  book  called  the  Ordinance  Book, 
before  the  next  regular  meeting  after  their  passage.  If  any  ordi¬ 
nance  requires  publication  he  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  duly  pub¬ 
lished.  The  clerk  shall  note  at  the  foot  of  the  record  of  each 
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ordinance  a  memorandum  of  the  date  of  its  passage  and  the  date 
of  its  approval  (if  approved)  by  the  president,  and,  if  published* 
the  date  of  its  publication,  which  record  and  memorandum,  or  a 
certified  copy  thereof  by  the  clerk  shall  be prima  facie  evidence  of 
its  passage  and  publication  for  all  purposes  whatever.  The  original 
ordinances  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  said  clerk,  and  a  cer¬ 
tificate  of  the  printer  as  to  publication  shall  be  attached  to  all 
ordinances  requiring  publication. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  village  clerk,  within  five 
days  after  the  result  of  any  village  election  is  declared,  or  appoint¬ 
ment  made,  to  notify  all  persons  elected  or  appointed  to  office  in 
said  Village  of  their  election  or  appointment. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  to  notify  all  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  all  special,  called  or  adjourned 
meetings. 

Sec.  5.  The  village  clerk  shall  file  in  his  office  all  assessment 
rolls  and  judgments  thereon,  certified  by  a  clerk  of  a  court  of  rec¬ 
ord  against  all  property  within  the  Village  ;  and  shall  issue  a  war¬ 
rant  to  the  village  collector  for  the  collection  of  such  assessments. 
The  assessment  warrant  shall  contain  a  copy  of  such  certificate  of 
the  judgment,  describing  the  lots  or  parcels  of  land,  and  the  res¬ 
pective  amounts  assessed  on  each  lot,  block,  tract,  or  parcel  of 
land. 

Sec.  6.  All  ordinances  imposing  any  fine,  penalty,  imprison¬ 
ment  or  forfeiture,  or  making  any  appropriation,  shall  within  one 
month  after  they  are  passed,  be  published  under  the  supervision  of 
the  village  clerk  at  least  once  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the  vil¬ 
lage,  or,  if  no  newspaper  is  published  therein,  by  posting  copies  of 
the  same  in  three  public  places  in  the  Village,  and  no  such  ordi¬ 
nance  shall  take  effect  until  ten  days  after  it  is  so  published.  All 
other  ordinances,  orders  and  resolutions  shall  take  effect  from  and 
after  their  passage,  unless  otherwise  provided  therein. 

Sec.  7.  The  village  clerk  shall  receive  a  salary  of  one  hundred 
dollars  per  annum. 
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CHAPTER  VI. 

COLLECTOR. * 

Section  i.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  village  collector  to  col¬ 
lect  all  special  assessments  or  taxes  which  he  may  from  time  to  time 
be  specially  authorized  to  collect  by  direction  of  the  Board  of  Trus¬ 
tees.  He  shall  keep  correct  books  of  account  of  all  his  transac¬ 
tions,  and  make  report  upon  two  weeks’  notice,  whenever  called 
upon  to  do  so  by  the  said  Board. 

Sec.  2.  The  village  collector  shall  turn  over  all  money  col¬ 
lected,  less  his  commissions  on  such  amount,  at  least  every  two 
weeks,  to  the  village  treasurer. 

Sec.  3.  The  village’  collector  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  as 
compensation,  such  percentage  or  sums  as  may  be  voted  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  whenever  authorized  as  aforesaid  to  collect  any 
money. 


CHAPTER  VII. 

CONTRACTS. 

Section  i.  No  officer  shall  be  directly  or  indirectly  interested 
in  any  contract,  work  or  business  of  the  Village,  or  the  sale  of  any 
article,  the  expense,  price  or  consideration  of  which  is  paid  from 
the  treasury,  or  by  any  assessment  levied  by  any  act  or  ordinance  ; 
nor  in  the  purchase  of  any  real  estate  or  other  property  belonging 
to  the  corporation  or  which  shall  be  sold  for  taxes  or  assessments, 
or  by  virtue  of  legal  process  at  the  suit  of  said  corporation. 

Sec.  2.  No  contract  shall  be  hereafter  made  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  or  any  committee  or  member  thereof,  and  no  expense 
shall  be  incurred  by  any  of  the  officers  or  departments  of  the  cor¬ 
poration  whether  the  object  of  the  expenditure  shall  have  been 
ordered  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  or  not,  unless  an  appropriation 
shall  have  been  previously  made  concerning  such  expense,  except 
as  otherwise  expressly  provided  in  the  chapter  on  finance. 
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Sec.  3.  All  persons  taking  any  contracts  with  the  Village,  and 
who  agree  to  be  paid  from  special  assessments,  shall  have  no  claim 
or  lien  upon  the  Village  in  any  event,  except  from  the  collections 
of  the  special  assessments  made  for  the  work  contracted  for. 

Sec.  4.  All  contracts  for  paving  or  grading  streets,  for  con¬ 
structing  sewers,  for  laying  water  pipes,  and  for  building  and 
repairing  bridges  and  culverts,  or  for  doing  any  work  whatever, 
whereby  accidents  or  injuries  may  occur  in  consequence  of  any 
neglect  or  carelessness  on  the  part  of  the  contractor,  shall  contain 
a  covenant  or  condition,  requiring  the  contractor  to  place  and 
maintain  a  good  and  sufficient  fence,  railing  or  barrier  around  the 
same,  in  such  a  manner  as  to  prevent  accidents,  and  to  keep  upon 
such  fence,  railing  or  barrier  suitable  and  sufficient  colored  lights 
during  the  entire  night;  and,  also,  to  keep  and  save  the  Village 
harmless  and  indemnified  against  all  loss  and  damage  which  may 
be  occasioned  by  reason  of  any  negligence  or  carelessness  in  the 
manner  of  doing  such  work. 

Sec.  5.  In  all  cases  in  which  any  person  shall  perform  any 
work,  either  under  contract  with  the  Village,  or  by  virtue  of  any 
permission  from  the  Board  of  Trustees,  such  person  shall  be  liable 
to  the  Village  of  Western  Springs  for  any  and  every  loss  or  damage 
which  said  corporation  may  sustain,  and  for  all  sums  which  it  may 
have  to  pay  to  any  person  by  reason  of  any  loss  or  injury  sustained 
in  consequence  of  any  carelessness  or  negligence  in  doing  the  work 
or  by  reason  of  any  neglect  or  failure  to  comply  with  any  provisions 
of  any  ordinance  of  said  Village. 

Sec.  6.  Every  contractor  with  the  Village  of  Western  Springs 
for  work  or  materials  shall,  before  his  contract  shall  be  binding 
upon  the  Village,  and  upon  the  request  of  the  Finance  Committee, 
execute  a  bond,  with  two  or  more  sureties,  in  such  penal  sum  as 
may  be  satisfactory  to  the  said  committee,  conditioned  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  the  same,  and  an  observance  of  all  ordi¬ 
nances  of  the  Village.

CHAPTER  VIII. 

DOGS. 

Section  i.  An  annual  tax  or  license  fee  of  two  dollars  ($2) 
on  each  dog,  and  three  dollars  ($3)  on  each  bitch  within  the  cor¬ 
porate  limits  of  said  Village,  is  hereby  declared  payable  for  each 
municipal  year,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  July,  of  each  calendar 
year,  by  the  owner  or  keeper  of  said  dog  or  bitch  to  said  Village. 

Sec.  2.  Any  owner  or  keeper  of  such  dog  or  bitch  who  shall 
fail  to  pay  said  tax  or  license  fee,  or  kill  or  otherwise  permanently 
remove  from  the  corporate  limits  of  said  Village  such  dog  or  bitch 
before  the  first  day  of  August  in  the  year  for  which  the  said  tax  or 
license  fee  is  payable,  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  five  dollars;  and 
if  after  the  said  first  day  of  August  he  shall  refuse,  upon  a  personal 
demand  by  the  marshal,  to  deliver  the  said  dog  or  bitch  to  be  des¬ 
troyed,  such  owner  or  keeper  shall  be  subject  to  an  additional  fine 
of  five  dollars. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  village  marshal  to  annually, 
between  the  fifteenth  and  thirty-first  days  of  May,  prepare  a  com¬ 
plete  list  of  all  the  dogs  and  bitches,  and  the  owners  or  keepers 
thereof,  within  the  corporate  limits  of  said  Village.  He  shall  sub¬ 
mit  said  list  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  for  their  correction  or 
approval  at  the  first  regular  meeting  in  June. 

The  village  clerk  shall  furnish  a  true  copy  of  said  list,  as 
approved,  to  each  the  village  treasurer  and  village  marshal  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  July  of  each  year. 

Sec.  4.  The  village  marshal  shall  proceed  as  soon  as  said  list 
is  placed  in  his  hands,  to  immediately  demand  and  collect  the  dog 
license  fee  indicated  on  said  list  as  far  as  possible  before  the  fif¬ 
teenth  day  of  July  of  each  year,  and  deliver  in  lieu  of  a  receipt 
therefor  a  metallic  plate  having  the  words  “Western  Springs  Dog 
Tax,”  and  the  calendar  year,  with  registered  number  in  figures, 
which  characters  shall  signify  that  the  village  license  is  paid  for 
the  municipal  year  then  current. 

The  owner  or  keeper  of  any  such  dog,  upon  which  the  license 
fee  has  been  paid,  shall  securely  fasten  the  metallic  plate  aforesaid 
to  said  dog. 
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Sec.  5.  The  village  treasurer  shall  purchase  a  supply  of  the 
metallic  plates  aforesaid,  in  such  numbers  as  the  Board  of  Trustees 
may  direct,  and  shall  from  time  to  time  furnish  the  same  to  the 
village  marshal,  taking  a  receipt  therefor;  and  the  marshal  shall 
account  for  the  manner  of  disposing  of  the  same  whenever  required 
by  the  treasurer. 

Sec.  6.  No  dog  or  bitch  shall  be  suffered  to  run  at  large 
within  the  corporate  limits  of  said  Village  unless  securely  muzzled 
when  danger  of  hydrophobia  shall  be  declared  to  exist  by  procla¬ 
mation  of  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  any  owner 
or  keeper  of  such  dog  or  bitch  who  shall  wilfully  violate  the  provis¬ 
ions  of  this  section  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  five  dollars  ($5). 

Sec.  7.  No  bitch,  while  in  heat,  shall  be  suffered  to  run  at 
large  within  the  corporate  limits  of  said  Village  ;  and  any  owner  or 
keeper  thereof  wilfully  violating  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall 
be  subject  to  a  penalty  of  three  dollars  (#3)  for  each  and  every 
such  offense. 

Sec.  8.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  village  marshal,  on  and  after 
the  first  day  of  August  in  each  year,  to  cause  all  dogs  and  bitches 
found  running  at  large  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  Village 
upon  which  licenses  have  not  been  paid,  according  to  the  provis¬ 
ions  of  this  chapter,  to  be  killed  and  buried  twelve  inches  below 
the  ground — such  dogs  being  hereby  declared  to  be  nuisances. 

Sec.  9.  On  complaint  being  made  to  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  any  dog  which  shall  by  biting,  barking,  howling,  or  in  any  other 
way  disturb  or  annoy  any  person  or  persons  whomsoever,  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  on  being  satisfied  of  the  truth  of  such  complaint,  shall 
direct  the  marshal  to  give  notice  thereof  to  the  person  or  persons 
keeping  or  permitting  such  dog  to  remain  in  his  or  her  house,  or  on 
his  or  her  premises  ;  and  in  case  such  person  or  persons  shall,  for 
the  space  of  one  day  after  such  notice,  neglect  to  cause  such  dog 
to  be  destroyed  or  removed,  so  as  to  prevent  the  disturbance,  he 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  sum  not  less  than  one  dollar  ($1)  for  every 
day  which  shall  elapse  after  such  notice,  provided  that  such  annoy¬ 
ance  is  proved  upon  trial. 

Sec.  10.  The  following  fees  shall  be  allowed  for  services  ren¬ 
dered,  under  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  out  of  the  village 
treasury  : 

To  village  marshal,  ten  per  cent,  of  dog  license  collected  ;  also, 
fifty  cents  for  each  dog  or  bitch  killed  and  buried  under  the  pro- 
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visions  of  this  ordinance.  The  village  marshal  shall  verify  his 
claims  against  said  Village  for  last  named  fee  by  affidavit  stating 
the  time  when  said  dog  was  killed  and  the  place  where  the  same 
was  buried. 

Sec.  ii.  Any  citizen  of  Western  Springs  who  is  living  on  his 
own  or  rented  property  of  which  he  is  entitled  to  possession,  is 
hereby  given  authority  to  kill  or  destroy  or  cause  to  be  killed  or 
destroyed  any  dog  while  found  trespassing  upon  his  said  property, 
whether  the  village  license  has  been  paid  or  not. 

Sec.  i2.  For  the  purposes  of  this  ordinance,  the  word  “dog” 
shall  be  construed  to  mean  all  animals,  both  male  and  female,  of 
the  canine  species. 


CHAPTER  IX. 

ELECTIONS. 

Section  i.  A  general  election  for  village  officers  shall  be  held 
on  the  third  Tuesday  of  April  of  each  year,  of  which  the  village 
clerk  shall  give  at  least  twenty  days  previous  notice  by  posting  in 
three  of  the  most  public  places  in  said  Village  written  or  printed 
notices  of  the  time,  places  of  election,  and  of  the  officers  to  be 
elected. 

Sec.  2.  All  persons  entitled  to  vote  at  any  general  election  for 
State  officers  within  said  Village,  having  resided  therein  thirty  days 
next  preceding  thereto,  may  vote  at  any  election  for  village  officers. 

Sec.  3.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  designate  the  places  in 
which  the  election  shall  be  held,  and  shall,  at  least  twenty  days 
prior  to  such  election,  appoint,  to  act  as  judges  of  election  three, 
and  as  clerks  two,  capable  and  discreet  electors  ;  whereupon  the 
clerk  of  said  Village  shall  give  them  notice  in  writing  of  their  ap¬ 
pointment.  Such  clerks  and  judges  shall  have  the  same  powers 
and  authority  as  the  judges  and  clerks  of  general  State  elections. 

Sec.  4.  The  village  clerk  shall  provide,  at  the  expense  of  the 
Village,  proper  blanks,  poll-books,  and  other  necessary  election 
blanks,  and  cause  a  suitable  number  thereof  to  be  delivered  to  the 
judges  of  election  at  least  ten  days  before  any  election  is  to  be 
held. 
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Sec.  5.  The  board  shall  provide  a  sufficient  number  of  ballot- 
boxes  with  secure  locks  and  keys,  at  the  expense  of  the  Village. 
There  shall  be  an  opening  in  the  lid  of  each  box  not  larger  than  is 
sufficient  readily  to  admit  a  single  closed  ballot  to  be  inserted 
therein  at  one  time,  through  which  each  ballot  voted  shall  be  put 
into  the  box. 

Sec.  6.  The  ballot  boxes  shall  be  delivered  to  and  kept  by 
the  village  clerk,  and  by  him  delivered  over  to  the  judges  of  elec¬ 
tion  with  the  poll-books. 

Sec.  7.  If,  at  the  time  for  the  opening  of  any  election,  any  per¬ 
son  appointed  or  constituted  a  judge  or  clerk  of  election  shall  not 
be  present,  or  will  not  act  or  take  the  oath  to  act  in  such  capacity, 
the  judge  or  judges  present  may  appoint  some  other  qualified  elector 
to  act  in  his  place.  If  there  be  no  judge  of  election  present,  or  he 
refuses  to  act,  such  electors  of  the  precinct  or  district  as  may  then 
be  present  at  the  place  of  election  may  fill  the  places  of  such  judges 
and  clerks  by  election  from  their  number.  The  judges  and  clerks 
so  appointed  shall  have  the  same  power  and  be  subject  to  the  same 
penalties  as  other  judges  and  clerks  of  election. 

Sec.  8.  Previous  to  any  vote  being  taken,  the  judges  and  clerks 
of  the  election  shall  severally  take  an  oath  or  affirmation  in  the 
following  form,  to-wit : 

I  do  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm,  as  the  case  may  be),  that  I  will  support  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Illinois  ; 
and  that  I  will  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of  the  office  of  judge  of  election 
(or  clerk,  as  the  case  may  be),  according  to  the  best  of  my  ability. 

Sec.  9.  In  case  there  shall  be  no  judge  or  justice  of  the  peace 
present  at  the  opening  of  the  election,  or  in  case  such  judge  or 
justice  shall  be  appointed  a  judge  or  clerk  of  election,  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  judges  of  election  to  administer  the  oath  or  affirma¬ 
tion  to  each  other,  and  to  the  clerks  of  the  election  ;  and  the  per¬ 
son  administering  such  oath  or  affirmation  shall  cause  an  entry 
thereof  to  be  made,  and  subscribed  by  him,  and  prefixed  to  each 
poll  book. 

Sec.  10.  The  polls  shall  be  opened  at  the  hour  of  eight  o’clock 
in  the  morning,  and  continued  open  until  seven  o’clock  in  the 
afternoon  of  the  same  day,  at  which  time  the  polls  shall  be  closed  ; 
but  if  the  judges  shall  not  attend  at  the  hour  of  eight  o’clock  in 
the  morning,  or  if  it  shall  be  necessary  for  the  electors  present  to 
appoint  judges  to  conduct  the  election,  as  hereinbefore  prescribed. 
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the  polls  may,  in  that  case,  be  opened  at  any  hour  before  the  time 
for  closing  the  same  shall  arrive,  as  the  case  may  require. 

Sec.  ii.  Upon  opening  the  polls,  one  of  the  clerks  or  judges 
of  election  shall  make  proclamation  of  the  same  ;  and  at  least 
thirty  minutes  before  the  closing  of  the  polls  proclamation  shall  be 
made  in  like  manner  that  the  polls  will  be  closed  in  half  an  hour. 

Sec.  12.  Before  any  ballot  shall  be  deposited  in  the  ballot- 
box,  the  ballot-box  shall  be  publicly  opened  and  exhibited,  and  the 
judges  and  clerks  shall  see  that  no  ballot  is  in  such  box  ;  after 
which  the  box  shall  be  locked,  and  the  key  delivered  to  one  of  the 
judges,  and  shall  not  be  again  opened  until  the  close  of  the  polls. 

Sec.  13.  After  the  opening  of  the  polls  no  adjournment  shall 
be  had,  nor  shall  any  recess  be  taken,  until  all  the  votes  cast  at 
such  election  shall  have  been  counted,  and  the  result  publicly 
announced. 

Sec.  14.  The  judges  of  election  shall  allow  at  least  one,  and  not 
more  than  two  legal  voters  of  each  party  to  the  contest,  to  be  chosen 
by  the  parties,  respectively,  into  the  room  where  the  election  is 
held,  to  act  as  challengers  of  voters  at  such  election,  and  such 
challengers  may  remain  with  the  board  of  electors  until  the  votes 
are  all  canvassed,  and  the  result  declared. 

Sec.  15.  Each  clerk  of  the  election  shall  keep  a  poll-list,  which 
shall  contain  a  column  headed  “  Number,”  and  another  headed 
“  Names  of  Voters.”  The  name  of  each  elector  voting  shall  be 
entered  upon  each  of  the  poll-books  by  the  clerks,  in  regular  suc¬ 
cession,  under  the  proper  headings,  and  the  number  of  such  voter 
placed  opposite  his  name  in  the  column  headed  “  Number.” 

Sec.  16.  The  manner  of  voting  shall  be  by  ballot.  The  ballot 
shall  be  printed  or  written,  or  partly  printed  and  partly  written, 
upon  plain  paper,  with  the  name  of  each  candidate  voted  for,  and 
the  title  of  the  offices.  When  the  ballot  is  printed,  the  same  shall 
be  printed  upon  plain  paper,  in  plain  type,  in  straight  lines,  with 
a  blank  space  below  each  name  of  a  width  not  less  than  equal  to 
the  width  of  the  line  in  which  the  name  is  printed. 

Sec.  17.  The  names  of  all  candidates  for  which  the  elector 
intends  to  vote  shall  be  written  or  printed  upon  the  same  ballot,, 
and  the  office  to  which  he  desires  each  to  be  elected  shall  be  des¬ 
ignated  upon  the  ballot. 

Sec.  18.  The  ballot  shall  be  folded  by  the  voter  and  delivered 
to  one  of  the  judges  of  election  ;  and  if  the  judges  be  satisfied  that 
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the  person  offering  the  vote  is  a  legal  voter,  the  clerks  of  election 
shall  enter  the  name  of  the  voter,  and  his  number,  under  the  proper 
heading  in  the  poll-books,  and  the  judges  shall  indorse  on  the  back 
of  the  ticket  offered  the  number  corresponding  with  the  number 
of  the  voter  on  the  poll-books,  and  shall  immediately  put  the  ticket 
into  the  ballot-box. 

Sec.  19.  Whenever,  at  any  general  or  special  election,  any 
person  offering  to  vote  is  not  personally  known  to  the  judges  of  elec¬ 
tion  to  be  a  legal  voter,  if  his  vote  is  challenged  by  a  legal  voter 
at  such  election,  he  shall  make  and  subscribe  an  affidavit  in  the 
following  form,  which  shall  be  retained  by  the  judges  of  election, 
and  returned  by  them  with  the  poll-books.

days  next  preceding  this  election  ;  that  I  now  reside  at  (here  give  the  particular 
house  or  place  of  residence,  street  or  number),  in  this  election  district  ;  that  I  am 
twenty-one  years  of  age,  and  have  not  voted  at  this  election,  so  help  me  God  (or 
■“  this  I  do  solemnly  and  sincerely  affirm,”  as  the  case  may  be.)

Sec.  20.  In  addition  to  such  an  affidavit,  the  person  so  chal¬ 
lenged  shall  produce  a  witness,  personally  known  to  the  judges  of 
election,  and  resident  in  the  precinct  or  district,  or  who  shall  be 
proved  by  some  legal  voter  of  such  precinct  or  district,  known  to 
the  judges  to  be  such,  who  shall  take  the  oath  following,  viz.: 

I  do  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm)  that  I  am  a  resident  of  this  election  precinct 
(or  district),  and  entitled  to  vote  at  this  election  ;  and  that  I  have  been  a  resident 
herein  for  one  year  last  past,  and  am  well  acquainted  with  the  person  whose  vote 
is  now  offered  ;  that  he  is  an  actual  and  bona  fide  resident  of  this  election  precinct 
(or  district),  and  has  resided  herein  thirty  days,  and,  as  I  verily  believe,  in  this 
county  ninety  days,  and  in  this  State  one  year  next  preceding  this  election. 

Sec.  21.  The  oath  in  each  case  may  be  administered  by  either 
of  the  judges  of  election,  or  by  an  officer  resident  in  the  village 
authorized  by  law  to  administer  oaths. 

Sec.  22.  Immediately  upon  closing  the  polls  the  judges  shall 
proceed  to  canvass  the  votes  polled.  They  shall  first  count  the 
whole  number  of  ballots  in  the  box.  If  the  ballots  shall  be  found 
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to  exceed  the  number  of  names  entered  on  each  of  the  poll-lists, 
they  shall  reject  the  ballots,  if  any  be  found  upon  which  no  num¬ 
ber  is  marked  ;  if  the  number  of  ballots  still  exceeds  the  number 
of  names  entered  on  each  of  the  poll-lists,  they  shall  be  replaced 
in  the  box,  and  the  box  closed  and  well  shaken,  and  again  opened, 
and  one  of  the  judges  shall  publicly  draw  out  and  destroy  so  many 
ballots,  unopened,  as  shall  be  equal  to  such  excess  ;  and  the  bal¬ 
lots  or  poll-lists  agreeing,  or  being  made  to  agree,  the  board  shall 
proceed  to  count,  and  estimate  and  publish  the  votes  ;  and  when 
the  judges  of  election  shall  open  and  read  the  tickets,  each  clerk 
shall  carefully  mark  down  upon  the  tally-list  the  votes  each  candi¬ 
date  receives,  in  a  separate  column  prepared  for  that  purpose,  with 
the  name  of  such  candidate  at  the  head  of  such  column,  and  the 
office,  designated  by  the  votes,  such  candidate  shall  fill. 


CHAPTER  X. 

FINANCE. 

Section  i.  The  fiscal  year  of  the  Village  of  Western  Springs 
shall  commence  at  the  date  established  by  law  for  the  annual  elec¬ 
tion  of  village  officers,  viz.,  the  third  Tuesday  of  April  of  each 
year,  and  shall  end  on  the  day  preceding  the  said  Tuesday  of  the 
next  calendar  year. 

Sec.  2.  The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Village  of  Western 
Springs  shall,  within  the  first  quarter  of  each  fiscal  year,  pass  an 
ordinance,  to  be  termed  the  annual  appropriation  bill,  in  which 
such  corporate  authorities  may  appropriate  such  sum  or  sums  or 
money  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  to  defray  all  necessary  expenses 
and  liabilities  of  such  corporation  ;  and  in  such  ordinance  shall 
specify  the  objects  and  purposes  for  which  such  appropriations  are 
made,  and  the  amount  appropriated  for  each  object  or  purpose. 
No  further  appropriation  shall  be  made  at  any  other  time  within 
such  fiscal  year,  unless  the  proposition  to  make  such  appropriation 
has  been  first  sanctioned  by  a  majority  of  the  legal  voters  of  the 
village,  either  by  a  petition  signed  by  them,  or  at  a  general  or 
special  election,  duly  called  therefor. 
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Sec.  3.  Neither  the  Board  of  Trustees  nor  any  department  or 
officer  of  the  corporation  shall  add  to  the  corporation  expenditures 
in  any  one  year  anything  over  and  above  the  amount  provided  for 
in  the  annual  appropriation  bill  of  that  year,  except  as  herein 
otherwise  specially  provided  ;  and  no  expenditure  for  an  improve¬ 
ment  to  be  paid  for  out  of  the  general  fund  of  the  corporation  shall 
exceed,  in  any  one  year,  the  amount  provided  for  such  improve¬ 
ment  in  the  annual  appropriation  bill.  Provided,  however,  that 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  prevent  the  Board  of  Trustees  from 
ordering,  by  a  two-thirds  vote,  any  improvement,  the  necessity  of 
which  is  caused  by  any  casualty  or  accident  happening  after  such 
annual  appropriation  is  made.  The  Board  of  Trustees  may,  by  a 
like  vote,  order  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  Finance 
Committee  to  borrow  a  sufficient  amount  to  provide  for  the  expense 
necessary  to  be  incurred  in  making  any  improvements,  the  neces¬ 
sity  of  which  has  arisen  as  is  last  above  mentioned,  for  a  space  of 
time  not  exceeding  the  close  of  the  next  fiscal  year — which  sum,, 
and  the  interest,  shall  be  added  to  the  amount  authorized  to  be 
raised  in  the  next  general  tax  levy  and  embraced  therein.  Should 
any  judgment  be  obtained  against  the  corporation,  the  President 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  Finance  Committee,  under  sanc¬ 
tion  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  may  borrow  a  sufficient  amount  to 
pay  the  same,  for  a  space  of  time  not  exceeding  the  close  of  the 
next  fiscal  year, — which  sum  and  interest  shall  in  like  manner  be 
added  to  the  amount  authorized  to  be  raised  in  the  general  tax 
levy  of  the  next  year,  and  embraced  therein. 

Sec.  4.  All  warrants  drawn  upon  the  Treasurer  must  be  signed 
by  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  and  countersigned  by 
the  Clerk,  stating  the  particular  fund  or  appropriation  to  which 
the  same  is  chargeable,  and  the  person  to  whom  payable  ;  and  n& 
money  shall  be  otherwise  paid  than  upon  such  warrants  so  drawn. 

Sec.  5.  All  money  received  on  any  special  assessment  shall 
be  held  by  the  Treasurer  as  a  special  fund  to  be  applied  to  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  the  improvement  for  which  the  assessment  was  made  ;  and 
said  money  shall  be  used  for  no  other  purpose  whatever,  unless  to 
reimburse  the  village  for  money  expended  for  such  improvement. 
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Section  i.  The  grades  of  the  streets  hereinafter  named  shall 
be,  and  hereby  are,  established  at  the  given  elevations  above  the 
village  datum  ;  said  datum  being  the  level  of  Lake  Michigan  as 
approximately  determined  by  the  village  surveys  ;  the  said  eleva¬ 
tions  being  the  height  above  said  datum  of  the  center  lines  of  said 
streets  at  the  points  specified  ;  and  the  grade  of  any  other  point 
on  the  center  line  of  any  street  being  determined  by  joining,  by  a 
straight  line,  the  two  adjacent  and  opposite  points  thereto,  as  given 
in  the  following  list,  to-wit  :

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Sec.  2.  All  sidewalks  hereafter  laid  shall  be  made  to  conform 
to  the  grades  established  in  the  foregoing  section,  in  the  manner 
provided  in  chapter  twenty-seven  of  these  ordinances. 


CHAPTER  XII. 

LICENSES. 

Section  i.  Unless  otherwise  provided  by  ordinance,  the 
President  of  said  Village  is  hereby  authorized,  in  his  discretion,  to 
grant  all  licenses  provided  for  by  the  ordinances  of  said  Village, 
which  licenses  shall  be  signed  by  the  President  and  countersigned 
by  the  clerk  of  said  Village,  under  the  corporate  seal. 

Sec.  2.  All  licenses,  which  may  be  issued  under  any  ordinance 
of  this  Village,  shall  be  subject  to  the  ordinances  and  regulations 
which  may  be  in  force  at  the  time  of  issuing  thereof,  or  which  may 
-subsequently  be  made  by  the  President  and  Board  of  Trustees  ; 
and  if  any  person  so  licensed  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions 
thereof,  he  shall  be  liable  to  be  proceeded  against  for  any  fine  or 
penalty  imposed  thereby,  and  his  license  shall  be  subject  to  be  re¬ 
voked,  in  the  discretion  of  the  President,  or  of  the  court  or  magis¬ 
trate  before  whom  he  shall  be  convicted  of  such  violation. 

Sec.  3.  The  President  and  clerk  of  said  Village  are  hereby 
authorized  to  approve  of  the  security  in  all  cases  where  the 
ordinances  require  a  bond  to  be  given  to  the  Village  before  a 
license  shall  issue,  and  said  bond,  when  so  approved,  shall  be  filed 
in  the  office  of  the  village  clerk. 

Sec.  4.  No  license,  granted  under  any  ordinance,  shall  be 
assignable  or  transferable,  without  permission  of  the  President  and 
village  clerk,  nor  shall  any  such  license  authorize  any  person  to  do 
business  or  act  under  it  but  the  person  named  therein  unless  such 
ordinances  shall  otherwise  provide. 

Sec.  5.  No  license  shall  be  granted  at  any  one  time  for  a 
longer  period  than  one  year  ;  and,  in  all  cases,  the  President  shall 
have  the  power  to  hear  and  grant  applications  therefor,  upon  the 
terms  specified  by  the  ordinances  of  the  Village  ;  and  all  licenses 
shall  be  issued  to  such  person  or  persons  as  shall  comply  in  all 
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respects  with  the  different  provisions  of  the  ordinances  of  the  Vil¬ 
lage,  and  as  the  President,  in  his  discretion,  shall  deem  suitable 
and  proper  persons  to  exercise  the  occupation  for  which  he,  she  or 
they,  apply  to  be  licensed,  and  no  others.  . 

Sec.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  to  register,  in  suitable 
books,  all  licenses  issued  under  the  ordinances  of  said  Village, 
entering  names  of  person  or  persons  licensed,  the  date  of  the 
license,  for  what  purpose  granted,  date  of  expiration,  the  amount 
paid,  the  name  of  the  security  on  the  bond,  and  if  transferred,  the 
date  of  the  transfer  and  to  whom,  and  a  column  may  be  set  apart 
for  remarks. 

Sec.  7.  The  fees  of  the  President  and  clerk,  for  issuing  a 
license  for  any  purpose,  shall  be  fifty  cents  each  ;  and  all  of  said 
fees  shall  be  added  to  the  amount  charged  for  the  license,  and 
paid  over  to  the  village  treasurer. 

Sec.  8.  Every  person  who  shall,  by  sample  or  otherwise,  sell 
or  offer  for  sale,  barter  or  exchange,  at  retail,  any  farm  produce, 
butter,  milk,  poultry,  fish  or  other  goods,  wares  or  merchandise, 
traveling  from  place  to  place,  in,  upon  and  along  the  streets  of  this 
town,  shall  be  deemed  a  peddler,  and  shall  annually  and  before 
engaging  in  said  business  obtain  a  license  as  a  peddler.  But  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  not  be  construed  to  apply  to  any 
persons  selling  vegetables,  fruit,  berries,  or  other  produce  of  their 
own  farms  or  premises  ;  nor  to  the  peddling  of  newspapers  ;  nor  to 
the  regular  and  ordinary  trade  of  merchants  and  storekeepers 
occupying  established  and  permanent  places  of  business  in  said 
village  ;  nor  to  the  taking  of  orders  and  the  delivery  of  goods  to 
their  customers  by  established  dealers  in  the  regular  course  of  their 
business.  No  person  shall  engage  in  the  business  of  peddler  with¬ 
out  a  license,  under  the  penalty  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than 
two  hundred  dollars  for  each  offense. 

Sec.  9.  Licenses  may  be  granted  for  any  of  the  purposes  con¬ 
templated  by  this  chapter  upon  the  following  terms  and  conditions, 
to-wit :  To  each  peddler,  for  a  period  of  one  year,  for  the  sum  of 
fifteen  dollars  ;  for  the  period  of  six  months,  for  the  sum  of  ten 
dollars  ;  for  the  period  of  three  months,  for  the  sum  of  five  dol¬ 
lars  ;  for  two  months,  for  three  dollars  ;  for  one  month,  for  the 
sum  of  two  dollars  ;  for  any  period  less  than  one  month,  at  the 
rate  of  one-half  dollar  per  day. 

Sec.  10.  Each  license  issued  to  peddlers  shall  set  forth  the 
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kind  of  goods,  wares,  merchandise,  or  property  desired  to  be  ped¬ 
dled,  and  the  mode  of  conveying  the  same,  and  the  time  for  which 
the  license  shall  be  granted. 

Sec.  ii.  Any  licensed  peddler  who  shall  in  said  village  be 
guilty  of  any  fraud,  cheating,  misrepresentation  or  imposition,, 
either  directly  or  through  the  agency  of  any  other  person,  while 
acting  as  a  peddler,  or  who  shall  peddle,  sell  or  offer  for  sale,, 
barter  or  exchange,  by  himself  or  any  other  person,  any  other  kind 
of  goods,  wares,  merchandise  or  articles,  or  use  or  suffer  to  be  used 
any  other  mode  of  conveyance  than  that  specified  in  his  license,. 
Shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more 
than  two  hundred  dollars  for  each  offense. 


CHAPTER  XIII. 

LIQUORS. 

Section  i.  Any  person,  who  shall,  as  principal,  agent,  clerk,, 
servant,  or  otherwise,  within  the  corporate  limits  of  said  Village, 
sell,  barter,  exchange,  or  give  away  with  a  view  to  evade  any  of  the 
penalties  of  this  ordinance,  any  ale,  porter,  brandy,  gin,  cider, 
manufactured  cider,  whisky,  schnapps,  or  other  spirituous,  vinous, 
malt,  fermented,  mixed,  or  intoxicating  liquors,  or  any  mixture, 
part  of  which  is  any  of  said  liquors,  at  any  time,  except  as  herein¬ 
after  provided  ;  or  who  shall,  as  such  principal,  clerk,  agent,  ser¬ 
vant,  or  otherwise,  within  said  limits,  upon  the  sale,  barter  or  ex¬ 
change  of  any  chattels,  wares,  property,  choses  in  action,  or  upon 
any  promise,  or  agreement,  express  or  implied,  except  as  herein¬ 
after  provided,  deliver  or  furnish,  or  cause  to  be  delivered  or  fur¬ 
nished,  or  knowingly  suffer  to  be  taken  or  received,  any  of  the 
liquors  above  mentioned,  or  any  mixture,  part  of  which  is  any  of 
said  liquors,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  said  village,  on  conviction,  a 
penalty  of  not  less  than  five  dollars,  nor  more  than  two  hundred 
dollars  for  each  offense. 

Sec.  2.  If  any  person  shall,  as  principal,  agent,  clerk  or  ser¬ 
vant,  within  the  limits  of  said  Village,  keep  open  any  bar,  or  place 
where  beer,  ale,  porter,  kimmel,  rum,  gin,  whisky,  brandy,  schnapps. 
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or  other  vinous,  malt,  spirituous,  fermented,  mixed  or  intoxicating 
liquors,  or  any  mixture  part  of  which  is  any  of  said  liquors,  are  or 
may  be  kept  for  sale,  exchange,  barter,  or  traffic,  or  shall  within 
said  limits,  suffer  any  person  or  persons  to  drink  any  of  said  liquors 
in  any  such  bar  or  place,  occupied  by  him  or  her,  such  person, 
whether  principal,  agent,  clerk,  or  servant,  shall  be  adjudged  guilty 
of  a  nuisance,  and,  on  conviction,  be  fined  not  less  than  five  dol¬ 
lars,  nor  more  than  two  hundred  dollars  for  each  offense. 

Sec.  4.  The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  not  apply  to 
the  sale  or  giving  away  of  any  of  the  liquors  aforesaid,  by  any 
established  apothecary  or  druggist  in  said  Village,  his  agent,  clerks, 
or  servants,  for  purposes  strictly  of  a  chemical,  medicinal,  or 
sacramental  character,  provided  the  same  are  sold  in  good  faith, 
and  with  no  intent  to  evade  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  5.  A  saloon  is  a  place  where  intoxicating,  malt,  vinous, 
mixed,  or  fermented  liquors  are  retailed  by  less  quantity  than  one 
gallon,  and  the  words,  ‘‘  intoxicating  liquor  ”  shall  in  this  ordinance 
be  deemed  to  include  any  or  all  of  the  liquors  enumerated  afore¬ 
said. 


CHAPTER  XIV. 

MARSHAL  AND  POLICE. 

Section  i.  The  village  marshal,  as  the  head  of  the  police 
department,  shall  be  charged  with  the  duty  of  preserving  the  peace 
of  the  village,  preventing  crimes,  arresting  all  defenders,  protecting 
the  rights  of  persons  and  property,  preserving  order  and  providing 
a  proper  police  force  at  every  fire,  riot  or  emergency ;  protecting 
strangers  and  travelers  at  railroad  stations,  and  causing  to  be 
enforced  all  ordinances  of  said  village  ;  he  shall  have  charge  of 
the  village  calaboose,  and  may  retain  such  fees  as  are  allowed  by 
law  for  the  care  of  prisoners. 

Sec.  2.  The  village  marshal  shall  have  the  power,  on  applica¬ 
tion  of  any  person  or  persons  showing  necessity  thereof,  to  appoint 
and  swear  any  number  of  police  or  patrolmen  to  do  duty  at  fixed 
places  within  the  village  at  the  charge  and  expense  of  the  person 
or  persons  by  whom  the  application  is  made.  Such  appointed 
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persons  shall  conform  to  and  be  subject  to  such  rules  as  the  village 
marshal  may  make  concerning  police  patrolmen ;  and  may  be 
removed  or  discharged  from  service  at  any  time  by  the  village 
marshal.  The  duties  of  such  appointed  police  patrolmen  shall  be 
to  execute,  under  the  direction  of  the  village  marshal,  all  rules  and 
regulations  he  may  promulgate  from  time  to  time  for  proper  govern¬ 
ment  or  discipline. 

Sec.  3.  The  village  marshal  shall  have  full  power  and  author¬ 
ity  as  a  constable  at  common  law  and  under  the  statutes  of  this 

' 

State,  to  make  arrests,  serve  process  in  both  civil  and  criminal 
cases,  and  to  perform  all  other  duties  required  of  him  under  and 
by  virtue  of  these  ordinances. 

Sec.  4.  The  salary  or  compensation  of  the  village  marshal 
shall  be  such  as  the  Board  of  Trustees  may  determine  by  resolu¬ 
tion. 


CHAPTER  XV. 

MISDEMEANORS. 

Section  i.  All  persons  who,  not  having  visible  means  to  main¬ 
tain  themselves,  are  without  employment,  idly  loitering  or  rambling 
about  or  staying  in  groceries,  railroad  depots  or  any  other  public 
place,  or  who  shall  be  found  trespassing  in  the  night  time  upon  the 
private  premises  of  others,  or  begging,  or  placing  themselves  in  the 
street  or  other  thoroughfare  or  public  place  to  beg  or  receive  alms, 
and  all  persons  who  shall  go  about  for  the  purpose  of  gambling,  or 
who  shall  have  in  their  possession  any  article  or  thing  used  for 
obtaining  money  under  false  pretenses, — or  whoever  shall  disturb 
any  place  where  public  or  private  schools  are  held,  either  on  week 
days  or  Sabbath,  or  place  where  religious  worship  is  held, — shall 
be  deemed  vagrants,  and  upon  conviction,  shall  be  fined  in  a  sum 
of  not  less  than  two  dollars,  nor  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  or 
be  imprisoned  lor  a  term  not  exceeding  six  months,  or  both. 

Sec.  2.  If  any  person  shall  keep  a  common,  disorderly,  or 
ill-governed  house,  or  suffer  any  person  to  play  at  cards  or  other 
games  of  chance,  on  his  premises  for  the  purpose  of  winning  or 
losing  money  or  any  other  article  or  thing ;  every  such  person,  on 
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conviction,  shall  be  fined  in  a  sum  not  exceeding  two  hundred  dol¬ 
lars. 

Sec.  3.  If  any  person  shall  inhumanly,  unnecessarily  or 
cruelly  beat,  injure  or  otherwise  abuse  any  dumb  animal,  or  over¬ 
load  any  horse  or  team,  he  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  fined 
not  less  than  five  dollars,  nor  exceeding  twenty  dollars,  in  any  case. 

Sec.  4.  If  any  person  shall  be  drunk  or  be  in  a  state  of  intox¬ 
ication  in  any  highway,  street,  thoroughfare,  or  public  place,  within 
this  village,  or  in  any  private  house  or  place,  to  the  annoyance  of 
any  citizen  or  person,  he  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  on  conviction,  pay  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  5.  No  person  except  police  officers  shall  wear  or  carry 
under  their  clothes,  or  concealed  about  their  person,  any  pistol, 
revolver,  slung-shot,  knuckles,  bowie-knife,  dirk-knife,  dirk,  dagger, 
or  any  other  dangerous  or  deadly  weapon  ;  provided,  however,  that 
the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  may  grant  a  written  permis¬ 
sion  to  any  person  to  carry  a  revolver  for  a  period  not  longer  than 
sixty  days,  and  then  only  in  cases  where  the  said  President  shall  be 
convinced  that  it  is  necessary  for  the  safety  of  the  community  or 
the  individual  applying  for  the  same.  Any  violation  of  the  provis¬ 
ions  of  this  section  shall  subject  the  offender  to  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  two  dollars,  and  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  6.  No  person  shall  fire  or  discharge  any  cannon,  gun, 
fowling-piece,  pistol,  or  fire-arms  of  any  description,  or  fire,  ex¬ 
plode,  or  set  Off  any  squibs,  crackers,  or  anything  containing  pow¬ 
der  or  other  combustible  or  explosive  material,  without  permission 
from  the  Board  of  Trustees,  or  written  permission  from  the  Presi¬ 
dent  thereof,  which  permission  shall  limit  the  time  of  such  firing, 
and  shall  be  subject  to  be  revoked  by  the  Prfesident  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  at  any  time  after  it  has  been  granted.  Any  violation 
of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  subject  the  offender  to  a  fine 
of  not  less  than  two  dollars,  and  not  exceeding  ten  dollars. 

Sec.  7.  No  person  shall  leave  any  horse,  horses  or  other  ani¬ 
mals  attached  to  any  carriage,  wagon,  cart,  sleigh,  sled,  or  other 
vehicle,  or  shall  leave  any  animal  or  animals  in  any  part  of  the 
streets,  avenues,  alleys  or  open  commons  or  lots  of  this  village 
without  securely  fastening  such  horse,  horses  or  other  animal  or 
animals,  under  a  penalty  for  each  offense  of  not  less  than  two  dol¬ 
lars,  nor  more  than  ten  dollars. 

Sec.- 8.  In  all  cases  of  persons  meeting  each  other  in  vehicles 
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in  any  highway  or  thoroughfare,  or  upon  or  near  any  bridge,  each 
person  so  meeting  shall,  in  all  cases,  turn  off  and  go  to  the  right 
side ;  whoever  shall  violate  this  section  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine 
of  not  less  than  two  dollars,  nor  exceeding  fifty  dollars. 

Sec.  9.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  owner  of  any  lot  in  front  of  which 
there  is  a  sidewalk  to  keep  said  sidewalk  in  good  repair  ;  and  any 
person  who  shall  suffer  any  such  sidewalk  in  front  of  his  or  her 
premises  to  become  or  continue  so  broken  as  to  endanger  life  or 
limb  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars. 

Sec.  10.  Any  person  who  shall  make,  aid,  countenance  or 
assist  in  making  any  improper  noise,  riot  or  disturbance,  breach  of 
peace,  diversion,  or  shall  use  threatening  or  abusive  language 
towards  any  other  person  tending  to  a  breach  of  the  peace,  in  the 
streets  or  elsewhere  in  the  village,  and  all  persons  who  shall  collect 
in  bodies  or  crowds  for  unlawful  purposes,  or  for  any  purpose  to 
the  annoyance  or  disturbance  of  citizens  or  travelers,  shall  be  sev¬ 
erally  subject  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  dollars,  nor  exceeding 
one  hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  11.  Any  person  who  shall  disquiet  or  disturb  any  congre¬ 
gation  or  assembly,  met  for  religious  worship  or  other  exercises,  by 
making  a  noise  or  by  rude  or  indecent  behavior,  or  profane  dis¬ 
course,  within  their  place  of  worship,  or  meeting,  or  so  near  the  same 
as  to  disturb  the  order  or  solemnity  of  the  meeting,  shall  be  subject 
to  a  fine  of  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars. 

Sec.  12.  Every  person  who  shall  kill  or  wound  or  attempt  to 
kill  or  wound,  by  the  use  of  fire-arms,  bow  and  arrow,  pelting  with 
stones  or  otherwise,  any  bird  within  the  village  limits,  or  shoot  an 
arrow,  or  throw  a  stone  or  club  or  other  missile  at  any  bird  within 
any  private  grounds  or  public  parks,  squares  or  grounds,  or  rob  or 
destroy  the  nests  of  any  bird  or  birds,  or  enter  upon  any  private 
enclosure  or  public  grounds  belonging  to  the  village  for  the  purpose 
of  doing  any  act  prohibited  in  this  section,  shall,  upon  conviction, 
be  fined  the  sum  of  five  dollars  for  every  such  offense. 

Sec.  13.  The  posting,  sticking,  painting,  marking,  stenciling, 
or  fastening  upon  any  tree,  fence,  sidewalk  or  building,  without 
consent  of  the  owner,  within  the  limits  of  said  village,  of  any 
hand-bill,  placard,  or  written  or  printed  advertisement,  is  hereby 
defined  and  declared  to  be  a  nuisance;  any  person  who  shall 
violate  this  section  shall  be  fined  in  the  sum  of  not  less  than  two 
dollars,  nor  more  than  twenty  dollars  for  each  offense. 
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Sec.  14.  Any  person  who  shall  throw  or  cast  any  stone  or 
other  missile  upon  or  at  any  building,  tree,  or  other  public  or  pri¬ 
vate  property,  or  upon  or  at  any  person  in  any  street,  avenue, 
alley,  lane,  public  place,  or  enclosed  or  unenclosed  ground  in  this 
village,  or  aid  or  abet  in  the  same  ;  or  by  himself  or  his  agent 
hitch  or  fasten  any  horse  or  other  animal  to  any  tree  in  the  streets 
of  said  village,  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  fined  for  each 
offense  not  less  than  five  dollars,  nor  more  than  twenty-five  dollars. 

Sec.  15.  No  person  shall  injure,  destroy  or  deface,  or  assist 
in  injuring,  destroying  or  defacing,  any  bridge,  fence,  building, 
school  house,  church  building,  depot,  house,  public  building, 
streets,  signs,  trees,  lamps  or  lamp  posts,  under  a  penalty  of  not 
less  than  five  dollars,  and  not  exceeding  fifty  dollars  for  each 
offense. 

Sec.  16.  No  person  shall  dig,  cut,  or  remove  any  sod,  gravel, 
sand  or  earth  from  any  street,  or  other  public  place  within  the  vil¬ 
lage  without  a  permit  from  the  Board  of  Trustees,  or  from  any 
premises  not  his  own,  without  the  consent  of  the  owner,  under  a 
penalty  of  not  less  than  five  dollars  for  each  offense. 

Sec.  17.  Any  person  who  shall  keep  or  patronize  any  bawdy 
or  disorderly  house,  or  house  of  ill-fame  or  assignation  within  the 
limits  of  this  village  or  within  three  miles  of  the  outer  boundaries 
of  the  village,  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  fined  not  less  than 
twenty-five  dollars  nor  more  than  two  hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  18.  All  persons  engaged  in  fighting,  quarreling,  or  insti¬ 
gating  dog-fights,  or  cock-fights,  or  conducting  themselves  in  a  dis¬ 
orderly  manner,  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  fined  not  less 
than  three  dollars,  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  19.  No  person  shall  exhibit,  sell,  or  offer  to  sell,  give 
away  or  offer  to  give  away,  or  have  in  his  possession,  with  or  with¬ 
out  intent  to  sell  or  give  away,  any  obscene  and  indecent  book, 
pamphlet,  paper,  drawing,  lithograph,  engraving,  picture,  daguer¬ 
reotype,  photograph,  stereoscopic  picture,  model,  cast,  instrument 
or  article  of  indecent  or  immoral  use,  under  a  penalty  of  not  less 
than  five  dollars. 

Sec.  20.  No  person  shall  carelessly  or  maliciously  break, 
deface,  or  in  any  way  injure  or  destroy  any  public  lamp  or  lamp- 
post  in  this  village,  nor  climb  upon  nor  hitch  any  animal  to  any 
lamp-post,  or  hang  or  place  any  goods  or  merchandise  thereon,  or 
place  any  goods,  boxes,  wood,  or  any  other  heavy  material  upon  or 
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against  the  same,  or  shall  extinguish  or  cause  to  be  extinguished, 
or  light  or  cause  to  be  lighted  any  of  said  lamps,  unless  duly 
authorized  so  to  do,  under  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  five  dollars. 

Sec.  21.  No  person  or  persons  shall  indecently  exhibit  any 
stallion  or  bull,  or  let  any  such  horse  to  any  mare,  or  any  bull  to 
any  cow,  within  the  limits  of  this  village,  unless  in  some  enclosed 
place  out  of  public  view,  and  no  stallion  or  bull  shall  be  permitted 
to  be  with  any  horse  or  cow  in  said  village,  unless  in  some  enclosed 
place  out  of  public  view,  under  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  five  nor 
more  than  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  and  every  such  offense. 

Sec.  22.  In  all  cases  arising  under  this  ordinance,  the  court 
or  magistrate  before  whom  conviction  may  be  had,  shall  have 
power,  in  addition  to  the  penalty  of  fine,  to  cause  the  offenders  to 
be  imprisoned  for  a  period  not  exceeding  six  months,  in  his  or 
their  discretion. 


CHAPTER  XVI. 

NUISANCES. 

Section  i.  It  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  nuisance  : 

First.  To  so  negligently  conduct  any  business  or  use  any 
premises  in  such  a  manner  as  to  create  an  offensive  smell  or  taint 
the  air,  and  render  it  unwholesome  or  disagreeable  to  others. 

Second.  To  cause  or  suffer  the  carcass  of  any  animal,  or  any 
offal,  filth  or  noisome  substance  to  be  collected,  deposited  or  to 
remain  in  any  place,  to  the  prejudice  of  others. 

Third.  To  throw  or  deposit  any  offal  or  other  offensive  mat¬ 
ter,  or  the  carcass  of  any  animal,  in  any  water-course,  pond,  spring 
or  well. 

Fourth.  To  deposit  any  night  soil,  dead  animals,  or  other 
filthy,  offensive  or  noisome  substance  upon  any  lot,  street,  alley, 
highway,  park  or  other  place. 

Fifth.  To  corrupt  or  render  unwholesome  or  impure,  the 
water  of  any  spring,  stream,  well  or  pond,  to  the  injury  or  preju¬ 
dice  of  others. 

Sixth.  To  obstruct  or  encroach  upon  public  highways,  private 
ways,  streets,  alleys,  or  commons. 

Seventh.  To  establish,  or  maintain  any  saloon,  groggery  or 
liquor  store. 
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Eighth.  To  establish  a  cemetery  within  the  corporate  limits 
of  the  Village  of  Western  Springs  or  within  one  mile  of  the  limits 
thereof,  without  first  having  obtained  permission  so  to  do,  by  an 
ordinance  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Ninth.  For  any  person  to  permit  or  suffer  any  offal,  filth, 
refuse,  animal  or  vegetable  matter,  which  is  liable  to  become  putrid, 
or  offensive,  or  injurious  to  health,  to  remain  for  a  longer  period 
than  six  hours  at  any  one  time  on  any  premises  used  or  occupied 
by  him. 

Tenth.  To  keep  or  suffer  to  be  kept  in  a  foul,  offensive,  nause¬ 
ous  or  filthy  condition,  any  railroad  car,  building,  yard,  grounds  or 
premises. 

Eleventh.  To  own,  keep  or  use  any  railroad  car,  yard,  pen, 
place  or  premises,  in  or  upon  which  cattle  or  swine  shall  be  con¬ 
fined  or  kept,  so  as  to  be  offensive  to  those  residing  in  the  vicinity, 
or  any  annoyance  to  others. 

Twelfth.  To  erect,  continue,  or  use  any  building  or  other 
place,  for  the  exercise  of  any  trade,  employment,  or  manufacture, 
which  by  occasioning  noxious  exhalations,  offensive  smells,  or  other¬ 
wise,  is  offensive  or  dangerous  to  the  health  of  individuals  or  the 

public. 

Thirteenth.  To  locate,  without  first  having  obtained  permis¬ 
sion  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  do  so,  any  packing  house,  render- 
ies,  tallow  chandleries,  bone  factories,  soap  factories,  or  tanneries, 
within  the  limits  of  the  Village,  and  within  the  distance  of  one  mile 
without  the  Village  limits. 

Fourteenth.  To  locate,  without  first  having  obtained  permis¬ 
sion  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  do  so,  any  brewery  or  distillery, 
within  the  limits  of  the  Village. 

Fifteenth.  To  keep  or  suffer  to  be  kept  any  swine  in  any  pen 
or  other  enclosure  within  the  distance  of  fifty  feet  from  one’s  own 
dwelling  house,  or  within  a  distance  of  two  hundred  feet  of  a  dwell¬ 
ing  house  of  any  other  person. 

Sixteenth.  To  erect  or  maintain  any  privy  within  the  Village  of 
Western  Springs  as  near  as  forty  feet  to  any  street,  dwelling,  shop  or 

well. 

Sec.  2.  The  owner  or  person  in  charge  or  possession  of  any 
grocery,  cellar,  stable,  pig-sty,  privy,  sewer,  or  premises,  found  to  be 
in  a  filthy,  nauseous,  offensive  or  unwholesome  condition,  or  any 
other  unwholesome  or  nauseous  building  or  place,  shall  immedi- 
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ately  clean,  abate  or  remove  the  same  upon  being  notified  so  to  do, 
by  any  officer  of  the  Village  of  Western  Springs. 

Sec.  3.  No  person  shall  kill  or  slaughter  any  cattle,  calves, 
hogs,  or  sheep,  or  keep,  maintain  or  use  any  house  or  place  in 
which  the  business  of  slaughtering  any  kind  of  animals  is  carried  on, 
without  first  having  obtained  a  license  so  to  do  from  the  Board  of 
Trustees;  and  every  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
section  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  maintaining  a  nuisance;  provided 
the  owner  of  animals  may  slaughter  them  for  his  own  private  or 
personal  use,  upon  his  own  premises,  without  such  license. 

Sec.  4.  Whenever  any  nuisance  shall  be  found  on  any  prem¬ 
ises  within  the  Village  contrary  to  any  provision  of  this  chapter  the 
President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  is  hereby  authorized,  in  his  dis¬ 
cretion,  to  cause  the  same  to  be  summarily  abated,  in  such  manner 
as  he  may  direct. 

Sec.  5.  Whoever  violates  any  clause,  section  or  provision  of 
this  chapter  by  maintaining  or  causing  to  be  maintained  anything 
hereinbefore  declared  to  be  a  nuisance  shall  be  fined  not  less  than 
five  dollars,  and  not  exceeding  two  hundred  dollars,  and  may  in 
addition,  in  the  discretion  of  the  justice  or  magistrate,  be  imprisoned 
not  exceeding  six  months. 


CHAPTER  XVII. 

OFFICERS. 

Section  i.  The  officers  of  the  Village  of  Western  Springs  shall 
consist  of  a  Board  of  six  Trustees,  a  Village  Clerk,  a  Village  Treas¬ 
urer,  a  Village  Attorney,  a  Village  Marshal,  a  Village  Collector,  a 
Police  Magistrate,  a  Village  Pound-keeper,  and  such  other  officers 
as  from  time  to  time  may  be  deemed  necessary  or  expedient  and  for 
such  terms  (not  exceeding  or  extending  beyond  the  end  of  the  then 
present  fiscal  year)  as  the  said  Board  may  see  fit. 

Sec.  2.  The  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  Vil¬ 
lage  Clerk  shall  be  elected  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
State  law  as  laid  down  in  Article  XI,  Chapter  24;  the  other  officers 
provided  in  Section  1  of  this  chapter,  except  Police  Magistrate,  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees.  All  appointments  of  officers 
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•shall  be  made  on  or  before  the  third  regular  meeting  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  in  each  municipal  year,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  may  be 
practical,  and  as  often  as  any  vacancy  shall  occur  in  any  of  said 
offices. 

Sec.  3.  All  officers  appointed  shall  hold  their  offices  during 
the  municipal  or  fiscal  year  in  which  they  are  appointed,  and  until 
their  successors  are  appointed  and  qualified. 

Sec.  4.  All  officers,  whether  elected  or  appointed,  shall,  before 
entering  upon  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices,  take  and  sub¬ 
scribe  to  the  following  oath  or  affirmation  : 

I  do  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm,  as  the  case  may  be)  that  I  will  support  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Illinois, 

and  that  I  will  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of -  according  to  the  best  of 

my  ability. 

Which  oath  or  affirmation  so  subscribed  shall  be  filed  in  the 
■office  of  the  Village  Clerk. 

Sec.  5.  The  following  named  officers  shall  be  required  to  give 
bonds  payable  to  the  Village  of  Western  Springs,  in  amounts  named 
below  : 

President,  not  less  than  ...  $3,000 

Clerk,  not  less  than  -  -  -  200 

Treasurer,  not  less  than  the  amount  of  the  esti¬ 
mated  taxes  and  special  assessments  for  the 
current  year. 

Marshal,  not  less  than  -  -  -  2oo 

Collector,  not  less  than  -  500 

Pound-keeper,  not  less  than  -  100 

Each  official  bond  shall  have  surety,  to  be  approved  by  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  and  shall  be  conditioned  upon  the  faithful  and  legal 
performance  of  the  duties  of  the  officer  giving  the  bond,  and  the 
payment  of  all  public  moneys  received  by  him  according  to  law, 
and  for  a  compliance  with  the  ordinances,  orders  and  resolutions  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees.  No  officer  shall  be  commissioned  until  he 
has  given  the  bond  required  in  this  section,  and  if  he  shall  not  take 
the  oath  and  present  said  bond  to  the  clerk  within  ten  days  after 
notification  by  the  Clerk  of  his  election  or  appointment,  his  office 
ishall  become  vacant.  All  bonds,  except  that  of  the  Clerk,  shall 
be  filed  with  the  Clerk;  the  bond  of  the  Clerk  shall  be  filed  with 
the  Treasurer. 

Sec.  6.  All  officers  elected  or  appointed  shall  be  commissioned. 
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by  warrant  under  the  corporate  seal,  signed  by  the  Clerk  and  Presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Sec.  7.  All  books,  papers,  vouchers,  warrants,  correspondence, 
entries,  accounts  and  memoranda  of  each  and  every  officer,  having 
any  reference  to  village  matters,  may  be  examined  at  any  time  by 
any  member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees;  and  the  said  Board  may  by 
resolution  call  upon  any  officer  to  make  a  report  in  writing  con¬ 
cerning  any  subject  matter  pertaining  to  his  office  and  within  such 
time  as  said  Board  may  designate  in  such  resolution. 

Sec.  8.  Any  person  having  been  an  officer  of  the  Village  shall, 
within  five  days  after  notification  and  request,  deliver  to  his  suc¬ 
cessor  in  office  all  property,  books  and  effects  of  every  description 
in  his  possession  belonging  to  said  Village  and  appertaining  to  his 
said  office. 

Sec.  9.  Each  officer,  besides  the  specific  duties  which  he  may 
be  required  to  do  by  the  various  provisions  of  these  ordinances, 
shall  also  perform  such  other  and  further  duties  as  usually  pertain 
to  his  office,  and  be  subject  to  such  other  rules  and  regulations  as 
the  Board  of  Trustees  may  from  time  to  time  require,  or  by  ordi¬ 
nance  may  hereafter  establish. 


CHAPTER  XVIII. 

OBSTRUCTING  STREETS  AND  SIDEWALKS. 

Section  i.  Any  person  who  shall  encumber  or  obstruct,  or 
cause  to  be  encumbered  or  obstructed,  any  street,  alley,  or  other 
public  place  in  the  Village  of  Western  Springs,  by  placing  therein 
or  thereon  any  building  materials  or  any  article  or  thing  whatso¬ 
ever,  without  having  first  obtained  written  permission  from  the 
President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  said  Village,  shall  be  subject 
to  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  five  dollars,  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars, 
for  each  offense,  and  a  further  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  each  day 
or  part  of  a  day,  such  encumbrance  or  obstruction  shall  continue. 

Sec.  2.  The  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  Village  Mar¬ 
shal,  and  each  of  them,  is  hereby  authorized  to  order  any  article 
or  thing  whatsoever,  which  encumbers  or  obstructs  any  street,. 
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alley,  or  other  public  place  within  said  Village,  to  be  removed  ;  and 
if  such  article  or  thing  shall  not  be  removed  within  twenty-four 
hours  after  notice  to  the  owner,  or  if  the  owner  cannot  be  readily 
found  for  the  purpose  of  such  notice,  either  of  said  officers  shall 
cause  the  same  to  be  removed  to  some  suitable  place,  and  the  owner 
of  any  article  so  removed  shall  pay  a  penalty  of  ten  dollars  in 
addition  to  the  cost  of  such  removal. 

Sec.  3.  No  person  shall  erect  or  place  any  building,  in  whole 
■or  in  part,  upon  any  street,  alley,  sidewalk  or  public  ground,  within 
this  Village,  under  a  penalty  of  fifty  dollars. 

Sec.  4.  The  owner  of  any  building,  fence,  porch,  steps,  gallery, 
or  other  obstruction,  now  standing,  or  which  may  hereafter  be 
placed  upon  any  alley,  or  sidewalk,  or  public  ground,  within  this 
Village,  or  which  may  be  left  standing  upon  any  new  street,  that  has 
been  or  may  hereafter  be  opened,  shall,  upon  notice  signed  by  the 
President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  remove  the  same  within  such 
reasonable  time  to  be  named  in  said  notice,  under  a  penalty  of  not 
less  than  twenty-five  dollars  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars, 
and  a  further  penalty  of  fifty  dollars  for  every  ten  days  the  same 
shall  so  remain,  after  expiration  day  of  said  notice. 

Sec.  5.  Whenever  the  owner  of  any  building,  fence,  or  other 
obstruction,  upon  any  street,  alley,  sidewalk  or  public  grounds,  in 
this  Village,  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  remove  the  same  after  notice 
as  prescribed  in  the  preceding  section,  or  without  notice,  if  the 
owner  cannot  be  readily  found  for  the  purpose  of  such  notice,  the 
same  shall  be  deemed  a  nuisance,  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  or  the  Marshal,  and  it  is  hereby 
made  their  duty,  to  cause  the  same  to  be  removed  or  taken  down  in 
their  discretion,  and  the  expense  thereof  shall  be  recoverable  of  the 
owner  in  an  action  of  assumpsit ;  and  every  person  who  shall  oppose 
or  resist  the  execution  of  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  or 
marshal,  in  the  premises,  shall  forfeit  a  penalty  of  not  more  than  one 
hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  6.  When  any  part  of  any  street,  alley,  sidewalk  or  other 
public  place  in  the  Village  of  Western  Springs,  shall  be  torn,  dug  or 
taken  up  for  any  purpose,  the  person,  persons  or  corporations  so 
tearing,  digging  or  taking  up  any  earth,  paving,  plank,  graveling  or 
macadamizing,  shall  immediately  upon  completion  of  such  purpose, 
return  the  earth,  ram  and  pack  down  the  same  as  fast  as  returned,  to 
a  firm  and  solid  bearing,  and  in  a  manner,  if  possible,  that  will  pre- 
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vent  any  settling  of  such  earth,  and  shall  also  relay  all  paving,  plank¬ 
ing,  graveling  and  macadamizing  in  a  skillful  and  permanent  manner, 
and  in  every  case  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  President  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  or  marshal  of  said  Village,  under  a  penalty,  for  any 
neglect  or  refusal  so  to  do,  of  not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more 
than  two  hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  person  or  persons  engaged 
in  digging  into  any  street  or  alley,  in  paving  any  street  or  alley, 
building  any  sewer  or  drain,  or  trench  for  water  pipes,  in  any  of  the 
public  streets,  avenues  or  other  public  places,  under  contract  with 
the  Village  of  Western  Springs,  made  through  either  or  any  of  the 
departments  of  the  said  Village,  or  by  virtue  of  any  permission  which 
may  have  been  granted  to  them  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  or  any 
department,  or  either  of  them,  where  such  work,  if  left  exposed, 
would  be  dangerous  to  passengers,  to  erect  a  fence  or  railing  at  such 
excavations  or  work  in  such  a  manner  as  to  prevent  danger  to  pass¬ 
engers  who  may  be  traveling  such  streets,  roads  or  avenues,  and  to 
continue  and  uphold  the  said  railing  or  fence  until  the  work  shall  be 
completed,  or  the  obstruction  or  danger  removed.  And  it  also  shall 
be  the  duty  of  such  persons  to  place  upon  such  railing  or  fence  at  twi¬ 
light  in  the  evening,  suitable  and  sufficient  lights,  and  keep  them 
burning  through  the  night  during  the  performance  of  said  work, 
under  the  penalty  of  one  hundred  dollars  for  every  such  neglect. 

Sec.  8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Marshal  to  see  that  the 
requirements  contained  in  this  chapter,  in  regard  to  the  erection  of 
fencing  and  placing  lights,  are  in  all  cases  complied  with. 

Sec.  9.  No  person  shall  place  any  straw,  chips,  dirt,  shells, 
ashes,  swill,  or  other  rubbish,  though  not  offensive  to  health,  in  any 
street  or  alley  in  this  Village,  (except  that  ashes  may  be  placed  in 
the  middle  of  the  carriageway  of  streets  not  improved,  if  leveled  off 
so  as  not  to  obstruct  the  street)  under  a  penalty  of  five  dollars  for 
each  offense,  and  a  like  penalty  for  every  day  the  same  shall  be  suff¬ 
ered  to  remain  after  notice  is  given  by  any  officer  or  agent  of  the 
Village  to  remove  the  same. 

Sec.  10.  No  person  shall  injure  or  tear  up  any  pavement,  side 
or  cross-walk,  or  any  part  thereof,  dig  any  hole,  ditch,  or  drain,  or 
dig  or  remove  any  sod,  stone,  earth,  sand  or  gravel  from  any  street, 
alley  or  public  grounds  in  the  Village  of  Western  Springs,  without 
having  first  obtained  from  the  Board  of  Trustees  written  permission 
so  to  do ;  or  hinder  or  obstruct  the  making  or  repairing  any  public

improvement  or  work  ordered  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  said 
Village,  or  being  done  under  lawful  authority  for  the  Village  of 
Western  Springs,  under  a  penalty  for  each  offense  of  not  less  than 
ten  dollars,  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  ii.  No  person  shall  fasten  any  animal  to,  or  injure  any 
fence,  railing  or  ornamental  or  shade  tree  or  shrub,  in  or  upon  any 
public  ground,  street,  alley  or  public  place  in  this  Village,  under  a 
penalty  of  not  less  than  five  dollars,  nor  more  than  one  hundred 
dollars. 

Sec.  12.  No  person  shall  drive  any  horse,  wagon,  cart,  or  other 
vehicle  over  any  sidewalk,  unless  it  be  in  crossings  that  lead  into 
a  yard  or  lot,  where  no  other  suitable  crossing  or  means  of  access  is 
provided  ;  and  in  case  said  sidewalk  is  removed  for  the  purpose  of 
getting  into  a  yard  or  lot,  or  is  broken  in  crossing  for  said  purpose, 
the  sidewalk  so  removed  or  broken  must  be  replaced  and  repaired 
by  the  person  or  persons  breaking  or  removing  the  same,  within 
twenty-four  hours  thereafter,  under  a  penalty  of  not  less  than  five 
dollars,  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars. 


CHAPTER  XIX. 

ORDINANCES. 

Section  i.  All  ordinances  passed  by  the  President  and  Board 
of  Trustees,  shall  be  recorded  by  the  clerk  in  a  book  kept  for  Vil¬ 
lage  ordinances.  The  original  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  of  said 
clerk,  and  due  proof  of  publication  of  all  ordinances  requiring  pub¬ 
lication  shall  be  procured  by  the  clerk,  and  such  proof  or  affidavit 
of  publication  shall  be  attached  to  and  filed  away  with  said  ordi¬ 
nances,  and  the  clerk  shall  note  on  his  said  book  of  ordinances  at 
the  foot  of  the  record  of  each  ordinance,  a  memorandum  of  the 
date  of  the  passage,  and  if  published  or  posted,  of  the  date  of  the 
publication  or  posting  of  such  ordinance. 

Sec.  2.  All  ordinances  passed  by  the  President  and  Board  of 
Trustees,  requiring  publication,  shall  take  effect  after  due  publica¬ 
tion  thereof  as  required  by  law,  and  ordinances  relative  thereto. 
Ordinances,  not  requiring  publication,  shall  take  effect  from  and 
after  their  passage,  unless  otherwise  provided  therein. 
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Sec.  3.  When  any  ordinance,  repealing  a  former  ordinance, 
clause  or 'provision,  shall  be  itself  repealed,  such  repeal  shall  not  be 
construed  so  as  to  revive  such  former  ordinance,  clause  or  provision, 
unless  it  shall  be  therein  so  expressly  provided. 

Sec.  4.  All  ordinances  wherein  the  words  “party,”  or  “par¬ 
ties,”  “person,”  or  “persons,”  “he,”  or  “she,”  or  “they,”  shall  be 
used  either  jointly  or  separately,  shall  be  construed  to  extend  to 
and  include  either  male  or  female,  and  also  bodies  corporate,  unless 
otherwise  therein  provided,  except  where  the  subject  matter  or  con¬ 
text  of  the  ordinance  could  not  be  so  construed  without  repugnancy. 

Sec.  5.  Whenever  an  ordinance  shall  be  repealed,  or  modified, 
by  a  subsequent  ordinance,  the  ordinance  or  part  of  ordinance, 
thus  repealed  or  modified,  shall  continue  in  force,  until  the  due 
publication  or  posting  of  the  ordinance  repealing  or  modifying  the 
same,  when  such  publication  or  posting  shall  be  required  to  give 
effect  thereto,  unless  therein  otherwise  expressly  provided.  But  no 
suit,  proceeding,  right,  fine  or  penalty,  instituted  or  created,  given, 
secured,  or  accrued  under  any  ordinance  previous  to  its  repeal,  shall 
in  anywise  be  affected,  released  or  discharged,  but  may  be  prose¬ 
cuted,  enjoyed  and  recovered  as  fully  as  if  such  ordinance  had 
continued  in  force,  unless  it  shall  be  therein  otherwise  expressly 
provided. 

Sec.  6.  In  all  cases  when  the  same  offense  may  be  made  pun¬ 
ishable,  or  shall  be  created  by  different  clauses  or  sections  of  the 
ordinances  of  said  Village,  the  prosecuting  officer  may  elect  under 
which  to  proceed ;  but  no  more  than  one  recovery  shall  be  had 
against  the  same  person  for  the  same  offense. 

Sec.  7.  Whenever  in  any  ordinance  the  doing  of  any  act,  or 
the  omission  to  do  any  act  or  duty,  is  declared  to  be  a  breach 
thereof,  and  there  shall  be  no  fine  or  penalty  declared  for  such 
breach,  any  person  who  shall  be  convicted  of  such  breach,  shall  be 
adjudged  to  pay  a  fine  of  not  less  than  three  dollars  nor  more  than 
two  hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  8.  Whenever  any  power  shall  be  vested  in  the  President 
of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  or  he  shall  be  required  to  do  any  act  or 
perform  any  executive  function,  in  his  absence,  or  inability  to  act, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  acting  President,  for  and  during  the 
period  of  such  absence,  or  inability  to  act,  to  exercise  such  power 
.and  perform  such  act  or  executive  function  as  fully  as  if  especially 
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named  in  the  ordinance,  unless  it  shall  be  therein  otherwise  expressly 
provided. 

Sec.  9.  Whenever  in  any  ordinance  the  doing  of  any  act,  or 
the  omission  to  do  any  act  or  duty,  is  declared  to  be  a  breach 
thereof,  and  damage,  loss,  expense,  or  injury  to  the  Village,  or  to 
any  person  is  a  result  or  consequence  of  such  doing  or  omission, 
compensation  for  such  damage,  loss,  expense  or  injury,  may  be 
recovered  from  the  offender  by  the  party  aggrieved. 


CHAPTER  XX. 

PLATS. 

Section  i.  No  plat,  map,  or  subdivision  of  any  block,  lot, 
sub-lot,  or  part  thereof,  or  any  piece  or  parcel  of  land,  shall  be 
approved  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  until  the  same  shall  be  property 
certified  by  a  surveyor,  and  acknowledged  by  the  owner,  as  provided 
by  the  general  law  of  this  State ;  and,  said  owners  shall  make  oath 
that  they  believe  that  they  are  the  owners  in  fee  of  the  property  des¬ 
cribed  in  said  plat ;  nor  until  a  deposit  of  money  be  made  with  the 
Village  Clerk,  sufficient  to  pay  the  fees  of  the  Recorder  of  Cook 
County,  Illinois,  for  recording  the  same. 

Sec.  2.  Said  Board  shall  examine  the  plat,  map,  or  subdivisions 
not  earlier  than  the  next  meeting,  after,  a  compliance  with  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  section  one  of  this  chapter,  and  shall  either  approve  or 
reject  the  same;  and  upon  approval  thereof,  shall  cause  the  Village 
Clerk  to  file  the  same  in  the  said  Recorder’s  office,  and  to  duty 
certify  to  the  approval  thereof,  under  the  corporate  seal  of  the  Vil¬ 
lage  ;  and  until  the  same  is  so  approved  and  certified  the  said  plat, 
map,  or  subdivision,  shall  not  be  entitled  to  record,  and  shall  have 
no  validity  whatever. 
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CHAPTER  XXI. 

POLICE  MAGISTRATE. 

Section  i.  A  police  magistrate  shall  be  elected  every  four 
years,  in  accordance  with  section  192  of  chapter  24,  Revised  Statutes 
of  Illinois. 

Sec.  2.  The  police  magistrate  shall,  not  less  than  once  every 
month,  report  in  writing  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  all  money  received 
as  fines  or  otherwise,  belonging  to  the  Village  of  Western  Springs, 
and  at  the  same  time  turn  over  the  amounts  due  to  the  Village 
Treasurer. 


CHAPTER  XXII. 

RULES  AND  ORDER  OF  BUSINESS. 

Rule  1.  Regular  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  be 
held  at  such  time  as  they  may  specify  by  resolution,  to  be  passed 
at  the  first  regular  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  during  each 
municipal  year.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  President, 
or  any  three  members  of  the  Board. 

Rule  2.  The  order  of  business  hereinafter  set  forth  shall  in  all 
oases,  be  adhered  to ;  but  the  same  may  be  temporarily  suspended 
by  unanimous  consent. 

Rule  3.  (1.)  The  roll  of  members  shall  be  first  called  and 

absentees  noted;  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  Board  elected 
shall  constitute  a  quorum.  (2)  The  meeting  being  organized,  the 
minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the  last  meeting  shall  be  read,  if 
necessary  amended,  and  approved.  (3.)  Reports  of  Standing 
■Committees.  (4.)  Reports  of  Special  Committees.  (5.)  Petitions. 
(6.)  Unfinished  Business.  (7.)  Miscellaneous  Business. 

Rule  4.  The  President  shall  decide  all  questions  of  order,  and 
in  all  cases  where  these  Rules  are  not  applicable,  the  Board  shall  be 
governed  by  parliamentary  law,  as  laid  down  in  Roberts’  Rules  of 
Order. 
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Rule  5.  Members  discussing  a  question,  shall  address  the 
President,  and  shall  rise  to  their  feet,  and  no  member  shall  be 
deemed  to  have  the  floor,  until  recognized  by  the  President.  No 
person,  except  a  member  of  the  Board,  shall  be  permitted  to  address 
the  same,  unless  by  unanimous  consent  of  the  Board. 

Rule  6.  The  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  taken  upon  the  passage  of 
all  ordinances,  and  on  all  propositions  to  create  any  liability  against 
the  Village,  or  for  the  expenditure  or  appropriation  of  its  money, 
and  in  all  other  cases,  at  the  request  of  any  member,  which  shall  be 
entered  upon  the  journal  of  its  proceedings,  and  a  concurrence  of 
a  majority  of  all  the  members  elected  in  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
shall  be  necessary  to  the  passage  of  any  such  ordinance  or  propo¬ 
sition. 

Rule  7.  All  resolutions  and  amendments  to  the  same,  shall  be 
reduced  to  writing,  and  shall  be  handed  to  the  Clerk  and  read  by 

him. 

Rule  8.  If  the  question  in  debate  contains  several  distinct 
propositions,  any  member  may  have  the  same  divided,  and  when  a 
blank  is  to  be  filled  and  different  sums  or  times  proposed  the  ques¬ 
tions  shall  first  be  put  upon  the  largest  sum  and  the  longest  time. 

Rule  9.  There  shall  be  four  Standing  Committees,  as  follows; 
each  consisting  of  at  least  three  members,  to  be  appointed  by  the 
President  annually,  upon  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office. 

1.  Committee  on  Finance. 

2.  Committee  on  Judiciary  and  Assessments. 

3.  Committee  on  Grades  and  Drainage. 

4.  Committee  on  Streets  and  Alleys. 

Rule  10.  Standing  and  Special  Committees,  to  whom  refer¬ 
ences  are  made,  shall,  in  all  cases,  report  in  writing  the  state  of  facts, 
with  their  opinions  thereon. 

Rule  11.  Any  report  of  a  Committee  shall,  upon  the  request 
of  any  two  Trustees  present,  be  deferred  for  final  action  thereon  to 
the  next  regular  or  special  meeting  of  the  Board. 

Rule  12.  No  bill  against  the  Village  shall  be  allowed  by  the 
Board,  until  the  same  has  been  referred  to  an  appropriate  com¬ 
mittee  for  an  examination,  and  in  all  cases  receipts  for  money  paid 
out,  and  proper  vouchers,  shall  accompany  each  bill. 

Rule  13.  Hereafter,  the  vote  upon  the  adoption  of  any  order 
of  this  Board,  may,  at  the  same  or  the  next  regular  or  special 
meeting,  be  reconsidered  :  provided,  that  such  order  shall  not  be 
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rescinded  by  any  less  than  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  the  full  Board, 
and  that  no  vote  of  the  Board  shall  be  reconsidered  or  rescinded 
at  a  special  meetiong,  unless  at  such  special  meeting  there  be  present 
as  large  a  number  of  Trustees  as  were  present  when  such  vote  was 
taken. 

Rule  14.  Every  member  who  shall  be  present  when  a  question 
is  stated  from  the  Chair,  shall  vote  thereon,  unless  excused  by  the 
Board,  or  unless  he  be  directly  interested  in  the  question ;  in  which 
case  he  shall  not  vote. 

Rule  15.  When  a  question  is  before  the  Board,  no  motion  shall 
be  in  order  but  these  :  (1)  to  adjourn;  (2)  to  lay  on  the  table; 

(3)  the  “  previous  question ;  ”  (4)  to  postpone  indefinitely;  (5)  to 
postpone  to  a  certain  time  ;  (6)  to  commit ;  (7)  to  amend  ;  and 

these  motions  shall  be  privileged,  and  have  precedence  in  the  order 
in  which  they  are  made  to  succeed  each  other  by  this  rule  ;  and 
motions  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  and  for  the  previous  ques¬ 
tion,  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

Rule  16.  Amotion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  except, 
(1)  when  a  member  is  in  possession  of  the  floor ;  (2)  when  the  yeas 
and  nays  are  being  called;  (3)  when  the  members  are  voting;  (4) 
when  adjournment  was  the  last  preceding  motion ;  or  (5)  when  it 
has  been  decided  that  the  previous  question  shall  be  taken,  and  the 
“  previous  question  ”  shall  be  as  follows  :  “  Shall  the  main  question 
now  be  put  ?  ” 

Rule  17.  These  Rules  may  be  suspended  by  the  Chair  when  no 
objections  are  made,  or  upon  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  Board, 
except  Rules  4,  6,  11,  12,  13,  14,  15  and  16. 


CHAPTER  XXIII. 

SEAL. 

Sec.  1.  The  seal  heretofore  provided  and  used  by  and  for  the 
Village  of  Western  Springs,  (the  impression  on  which  is  “  W.  S.  ” 
in  monogram,  surrounded  by  the  words  and.  figures  “  Incorporated 
1886”  in  an  inner  circle ;  and  the  words  “  Village  of  Western 
Springs,  ”  around  the  top,  and  the  words  “  Cook  County,  Ills.,” 
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around  the  bottom  of  an  outer  circle),  shall  be,  and  is  hereby, 
established  and  declared  to  have  been  and  now  to  be  the  seal  of  the 
Village  of  Western  Springs. 

Sec.  2.  The  said  Village  Seal  shall  be  and  remain  in  the 
custody  of  the  Clerk  of  said  Village,  to  be  used  by  the  said  Clerk 
and  the  President  of  said  Village  in  all  cases  that  have  been  or  shall 
hereafter  be  provided  by  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  the  laws  of 
the  respective  States  of  the  United  States,  and  the  ordinances  of  the 
Village,  and  in  all  cases  in  which,  by  the  laws  and  customs  of 
nations,  it  is  necessary  to  use  a  seal  by  a  corporation. 


CHAPTER  XXIV. 

SANITARY. 

Section  i.  There  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President  and 
Board  of  Trustees,  a  board  of  health  in  and  for  the  Village  of 
Western  Springs,  to  be  composed  of  two  persons,  who  shall  hold 
office  for  terms  as  follows,  unless  removed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  : 
One  member  for  one  year,  one  member  for  two  years,  and  at  the 
expiration  of  the  term  of  each  member,  the  vacancy  shall  be  filled 
by  appointment  for  a  term  of  two  years. 

Sec.  2.  There  shall  be  appointed  by  said  board  of  health  a 
medical  officer,  who  shall  be  a  legally  qualified  physician,  possessed 
of  the  requisite  knowledge  of  sanitary  science  and  of  preventive 
medicine,  and  who  shall  be,  ex-officio,  a  member  of  said  board  of 
health,  and  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  assist  and  and  advise  the  board 
in  all  matters  relating  to  public  health,  and  to  superintend,  under 
the  direction  of  the  board,  the  enforcement  and  observance  of  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  3.  There  shall  be  appointed  by  the  said  board  of  health, 
a  sanitary  policeman,  who  shall  assist  the  medical  health  officer  and 
perform  the  duties  and  service  hereinafter  indicated  or  which  may 
be  prescribed  by  the  said  board,  from  time  to  time,  for  the  preser¬ 
vation  or  improvement  of  the  public  health. 

Sec.  4.  Whenever  it  shall  come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  board 
of  health,  or  of  its  officers  or  employes,  that  the  condition  of  any 
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building  or  premises  is  injurious  to  the  health  or  dangerous  to  the 
lives  of  the  occupants  or  the  public,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
medical  health  officer  or  sanitary  policeman  to  make  a  thorough 
examination  of  the  building  or  premises,  and  to  direct  and  instruct 
as  to  the  remedy  of  such  condition  ;  and  if  this  be  not  remedied 
within  a  reasonable  time,  he  shall  report  the  facts  to  the  board  of 
health,  who  shall  thereupon  cause  such  building  or  premises  to  be 
put  in  good  sanitary  order,  at  the  cost  of  the  individual  responsible 
for,  or  causing  such  unhealthful  condition. 

Sec.  5.  The  deposit  of  offal,  garbage,  night-soil,  or  refuse  of 
any  description  upon  any  street,  alley,  vacant  lot,  public  grounds  or 
premises  within  the  limits  of  the  Village  of  Western  Springs,  except 
by  direction  or  written  permission  of  the  board  of  health,  is  declared 
a  misdemeanor,  and  punishable  as  such.  * 

Sec.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sanitary  policeman  to  exer¬ 
cise  a  vigilant  supervision  over  highways,  and  to  notify  any  person 
found  making  unlawful  deposits,  or  responsible  for  the  same,  to 
remove  the  offending  matter  at  once  and  to  properly  cleanse  the 
place.  And  if  such  removal  and  cleansing  be  not  effected  within 
twenty-four  (24)  hours  after  notification,  the  offending  person  or 
persons  may  be  prosecuted,  and  the  necessary  removal  and  cleansing 
shall  be  performed  at  the  expense  of  such  person  or  persons. 

Sec.  7.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  board  of  health  to 
cause  the  summary  abatement  of  any  nuisance  at  the  proper  expense 
and  cost  of  the  party  or  parties  responsible  for  the  nuisance  ;  and 
in  the  event  of  said  party  or  parties  failing  to  defray  such  expense 
and  cost,  then  the  board  of  health  shall  file  complaint  or  informa¬ 
tion,  and  cause  suit  to  be  brought. 

Sec.  8.  No  privy-vault,  cess-pool  or  reservoir  into  which  a 
privy,  water-closet,  stable  or  sink  is  drained,  shall  be  established  or 
permitted  within  fifty  feet  of  any  well,  spring  or  other  source  of  water 
used  for  drinking  or  culinary  purposes. 

Sec.  9.  All  sewers  or  drains  that  pass  within  fifty  feet  of  any 
source  of  water  used  for  drinking  or  culinary  purposes  shall  be 
water-tight. 

Sec.  10.  No  article  of  food  or  drink  intended  for  human  use 
or  consumption,  or  any  article  of  such  food  or  drink,  or  which  may 
be  used  in  the  composition  or  preparation  of  such  food  or  drink, 
not  being  then  healthy,  fresh,  sound,  wholesome,  fit  and  safe  for 
such  use,  nor  any  animal  or  fish  that  died  by  disease,  and  no  car- 
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cass  of  any  calf,  pig  or  lamb,  which,  at  the  time  of  its  death,  was 
less  than  four  weeks  old,  and  no  meat  therefrom,  shall  be  brought 
within  the  limits  of  the  Village  of  Western  Springs,  or  offered,  or 
held  for  sale  as  food  anywhere  in  said  Village. 

Sec.  ii.  The  board  of  health  shall  cause  a  thorough  sanitary 
inspection  of  the  entire  area  within  its  jurisdiction  to  be  made  under 
the  supervision  of  the  medical  health  officer  when  ordered  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees.  Such  inspection  shall  include  all  matters 
affecting  the  public  health,  and  a  report  of  the  sanitary  conditions 
disclosed  by  the  inspection  shall  be  made  to  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
and  to  the  State  Board  of  Health,  upon  the  blanks  furnished  for 
that  purpose  by  the  said  State  Board. 

Sec.  12.  No  domestic  animal  afflicted  with  a  contagious  or 
infectious  disease  shall  be  exposed  in  any  public  place  whereby 
the  health  of  man  or  beast  may  be  affected,  within  the  limits  of  said 
Village;  nor  shall  any  such  diseased  animal  be  shipped,  or  removed 
from  the  premises  of  its  owner,  except  under  the  supervision  of  the 
board  of  health  of  the  Village  of  Western  Springs.  And  it  is 
hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  board  of  health  to  secure  such  dispo¬ 
sition  of  any  diseased  animal,  and  such  treatment  of  infected  prem¬ 
ises,  as  to  prevent  the  communication  and  spread  of  the  contagion 
or  infection. 

Sec.  13.  The  violation  of  any  of  any  of  the  foregoing  provis¬ 
ions,  and  any  interference  with  the  board  of  health  in  its  execution 
and  enforcement  of  this  ordinance,  shall  be  punishable  by  fine,  not 
exceeding  two  hundred  (200)  dollars  for  each  offense,  in  addition 
to  the  liability  to  such  punishment  as  is  provided  by  the  statutes  for 
specific  offenses. 


CHAPTER  XXV.

in  each  year ;  provided,  Every  person  subject  to  such  labor,  may  in 
lieu  thereof,  pay  into  ge,  or  to  the  street-

days’  labor  therein  required ;  said  money  to  be  applied  in  opening 
and  keeping  in  repair  the  streets  and  alleys  of  said  Village. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  streetTrormmss«wier  to  serve 
the  usual  notice  on  the  person  subject  to  the  performance  of  street 
labor,  at  least  three  days  before  such  person  shall  be  liable  to  appear 
and  perform  such  labor,  or  to  pay  any  sum  of  money  in  lieu  thereof, 
which  notice  shall  be  in  substance  as  follows,  to-wit:

Sir: — You  are  hereby  notified  to  appear  at  -  on  the  -  day  of - ,

three  days  after  the  service  of  this  notice,  the  sum  of  tuo  durrany  otnerwisd~you 
shall  become  liable  to  pay  to  the  said  Village  the  sum  of  four  dollars  without  further 
notice,  unless  paid  before  suit  is  commenced  for  the  same. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  deemed  sufficient  service  of  the  notice 
mentioned  in  the  preceding  section,  if  the  same,  or  a  copy  thereof 
shall  be  delivered  to  such  person,  or  left  at  the  usual  place  of  abode 
of  such  person  liable  to  perform  such  street  labor,  or  with  some 
member  of  his  family,  above  the  age  of  ten  years,  and  informing 
such  member  of  the  contents  thereof,  or  by  leaving  a  copy  at  his 
usual  place  of  business,  with  some  clerk,  agent,  or  employee  of  the 
person  notified.  Every  person  who  shall,  after  being  so  notified, 
refuse,  or  neglect  to  appear  and  perform  the  work  required  of  him 
at  the  time  specified  in  the  notice  aforesaid,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  in 
lieu  thereof,  four  dollars,  to  be  recovered  in  an  action  of  debt,  in  the 
name  of  said  Village,  unless  he  shall  before  suit  be  broujffi^jummstV’ 
him,  pay  the  Treasurer  or  .street  commissioner  the  sum  ofone 
for  each  day  he  shall  be  so  required  to  labor. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  street, com m i ssi onyfegr f^  » 
the  Treasurer,  on  the  receipt  of  the  sum  ol  ton*  tloUaJSTt^  rexb  cute 
and  deliver  to  the  person  paying  the  same,  a  receipt  in  writing, 
which  shall  operate  as  a  full  and  complete  discharge  of  the  person, 
to  whom  it  is  made,  for  the  amount  of  street  labor  the  said  person 
shall  be  liable  to  perform  for  the  year  mentioned  therein.

CHAPTER  XXVI. 

SEWERS  AND  DRAINS. 

Section  i.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  said 
Village  to  prescribe  the  location,  arrangement,  form,  material  and 
•construction  of  every  private  drain  or  sewer  emptying  into  the  pub¬ 
lic  drains  or  sewers  of  said  Village,  and  to  determine  the  manner 
and  plan  of  such  connection  ;  and  the  work  of  constructing  the  same 
shall  be,  in  all  cases,  subject  to  the  superintendence  and  control  of 
■said  Board,  through  its  authorized  agents,  and  shall  be  executed 
strictly  in  compliance  with  its  orders,  rules  and  regulations. 

Sec.  2.  Any  person  who  shall,  by  himself  or  another,  destroy 
or  injure  the  bank  of  any  ditch,  gully  or  open  drain,  or  place  any 
substance  therein,  tending  to  obstruct  the  same,  or  render  it  noxious, 
or  shall  obstruct  the  free  passage  of  water  through  the  same,  or  who 
shall,  by  himself  or  another,  directly  or  indirectly  tap  any  public 
•ditch  or  drain  in  said  Village,  or  connect  any  private  sewer,  drain 
or  ditch  therewith,  without  the  written  consent  of  said  Board  first 
had  and  obtained,  shall,  on  conviction,  be  fined  in  a  sum  not  less 
than  five  nor  more  than  two  hundred  dollars  for  each  offense,  and 
shall  further  be  held  liable  to  pay  all  expenses  incurred  on  account 
■of  repairs  or  damages  resulting  from  such  act. 


CHAPTER  XXVII. 

SIDEWALKS. 

Section  i.  All  sidewalks  that  may  be  hereafter  built  in  the 
Village  of  Western  Springs,  shall  be  constructed  under  the  direction 
and  superintendence  of  the  Committee  on  Streets  and  Alleys, 
and  in  conformity  to  the  following  regulations,  unless  otherwise 
ordered  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

Sec.  2.  The  curb  line  of  each  sidewalk  shall  be  sixteen  feet 
from  the  street  line  and  parallel  thereto. 
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Sec.  3.  The  grade  of  the  curb  line  shall  be  four  inches  higher 
than  the  grade  of  the  center  of  the  street,  as  established  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees.  The  grade  of  the  sidewalk  space  on  the  street 
line  shall  be  four  inches  higher  than  the  curb  grade  ;  the  ground 
surface  between  the  street  line  and  curb  having  a  regular  descent  of 
one-quarter  of  an  inch  per  foot ;  the  whole  space  not  occupied  by 
the  sidewalk  proper  being  brought  to  a  true  and  even  surface  and 
seeded  to  grass. 

Sec.  4.  All  trees  planted  on  the  sidewalk  space  shall  be  placed 
ten  feet  from  the  street  line,  being  six  feet  from  the  curb.  No 
trees  shall  be  planted  any  where  on  the  streets  or  public  grounds 
of  the  Village,  except  under  the  direction  of  the  committee  on 
Streets  and  Alleys,  and  to  the  grades  and  lines  required  by  this 
ordinance. 

Sec.  5.  The  sidewalk  proper  shall  have  a  width  of  five  feei,. 
the  inner  edge  of  said  walk  being  placed  two  feet  from  the  street  line 
and  parallel  thereto.  It  shall  be  laid  so  as  to  conform  to  the  grades 
of  the  sidewalk  space  as  hereinbefore  provided. 

Sec.  6.  If  not  otherwise  determined  by  property  owners  in 
exercising  their  option  under  other  sections  of  this  ordinance,  or 
unless  otherwise  provided  by  a  special  ordinance  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  all  sidewalks  shall  be  built  of  two  inch  pine  or  hemlock 
plank,  of  a  quality  known  commercially  as  Good  Common,  laid  upon 
three,  six  inch  by  two  inch  stringers,  placed  on  edge,  and  two  feet 
and  four  inches  apart  from  center  to  center.  At  distances  of  six  feet 
the  stringers  shall  rest  upon  a  sill  two  inches  by  eight  inches,  and 
five  feet  long  laid  flat  upon  the  ground  and  crosswise  of  the  sidewalk. 
The  sills  shall  be  solidly  bedded  on  the  ground  at  such  depth  below 
the  finished  surface  of  the  sidewalk  area,  and  with  such  inclinations 
that  the  upper  surface  of  the  sidewalk  will  be  the  same  height  as  the 
ground.  In  all  cases  the  stringers  shall  be  joined  on  a  sill  and  be 
nailed  thereto  ;  the  space  between  the  stringers  and  above  the  sills 
being  left  clear  of  dirt  and  rubbish  of  all  descriptions.  The  side¬ 
walk  planks  shall  be  five  feet  long,  laid  crosswise  of  the  stringers, 
and  their  ends  are  to  be  cut  true  to  line.  They  shall  be  not  less 
than  six  nor  more  than  twelve  inches  wide,  and  as  nearly  of  a  uni¬ 
form  thickness  as  possible,  irregular  edges  being  dressed  so  as  to 
match  ;  the  planks  are  to  be  nailed  to  the  stringers  with  thirty  penny 
nails,  six  nails  being  used  for  each  plank  not  over  eight  inches  wide,, 
and  nine  nails  for  each  plank  more  than  eight  inches  wide.

Sec.  7.  In  lieu  of  plank  sidewalks  specified  in  Sec.  6  of  this 
chapter  the  Board  of  Trustees  may  order  the  sidewalks  to  be 
built  of  broken  stone  in  the  following  manner.  A  space  to  be  occu¬ 
pied  by  the  sidewalk,  five  feet  wide,  shall  be  excavated  to  a  depth  of 
five  inches  in  the  middle  and  four  inches  at  the  sides.  In  the  mid¬ 
dle  of  this  excavation  a  three  inch  drain  tile  shall  be  laid  in  a  trench 
twelve  inches  deep  and  three  inches  in  width,  the  tiles  making  perfect 
joints  one  with  another.  A  wooden  curb  of  one  inch  by  four  inch 
lumber  shall  be  placed  on  each  side  of  the  excavation,  its  upper  edge 
being  adjusted  to  the  true  grade  for  the  sidewalk  ;  said  curbs  to  be 
nailed  to,  and  supported  by,  two  inch  by  two  inch  posts  at  intervals 
not  exceeding  six  feet,  said  posts  to  be  not  less  than  sixteen  inches 
long,  and  to  be  driven  into  the  ground  outside  of  the  curbs,  so  that 
their  tops  may  be  one  and  one-half  inches  below  the  surface  of  the 
ground.  The  space  between  the  curbs  and  over  the  drain  tiles  shall 
be  filled  to  within  two  and  one-half  inches  of  the  top  of  the  curbs 
with  broken  stone,  coarse  clear  gravel,  or  cinders,  the  same  being 
well  consolidated  by  ramming.  On  top  of  this  foundation  a  bed  of 
slacked  lime  one  inch  thick  shall  be  placed,  and  the  bed  thus  pre¬ 
pared  shall  be  top  dressed  with  fine  broken  stone,  no  piece  of  which 
shall  exceed  half  of  a  cubic  inch  in  size.  The  top  dressing  shall  be 
thoroughly  consolidated  by  ramming  or  rolling  with  a  heavy  roller, 
and  when  finished  shall  have  a  surface  conforming  to  the  curbs  at 
the  sides  but  with  a  crown  of  two  inches  at  the  middle. 

Sec.  8.  Sidewalks  may  also  be  made  of  stone  flagging,  bricks, 
concrete,  or  other  suitable  material  subject  to  special  ordinances  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees. 


CHAPTER  XXVIII. 

TREASURER. 

Section  i.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys  belonging 
to  the  corporation,  and  shall  keep  the  books  and  accounts  in  such 
manner  as  is  prescribed  by  this  chapter.  His  books  and  accounts 
shall  always  be  subject  to  the  inspection  of  any  member  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees  or  the  agent  or  attorney  of  said  Board.  He 
shall  keep  a  separate  account  of  each  fund  or  appropriation,  and  the 
debits  and  credits  belonging  thereto.  He  shall  give  every  person. 
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paying  money  into  the  treasury  a  receipt  therefor,  specifying  the 
date  of  payment,  and  upon  what  account  paid;  and  he  shall  also 
file  copies  of  such  receipts  with  the  clerk,  at  the  date  of  his  monthly 
reports.  He  shall  at  the  end  of  each  and  every  month,  and  oftener 
if  required,  render  an  account  under  oath  to  the  Board  of  Trustees 
or  such  officer  as  may  be  designated  by  ordinance,  showing  the  state 
of  the  treasury,  including  a  statement  of  all  moneys  received  into 
the  treasury,  and  on  what  account,  together  with  all  warrants 
redeemed  and  paid  by  him;  which  said  warrants,  with  any  and  all 
vouchers  held  by  him,  shall  be  delivered  to  the  clerk,  and  filed  with 
his  said  account  in  the  clerk’s  office,  upon  every  day  of  such  settle¬ 
ment,  and  all  warrants  returned  paid  by  him  shall  be  stamped  or 
marked  “paid.”  He  shall  keep  a  register  of  all  warrants  redeemed 
and  paid,  which  shall  describe  such  warrants,  and  show  the  date, 
amount,  number,  the  fund  from  which  paid,  the  name  of  the  person 
to  whom  and  when  paid.  He  shall  keep  all  moneys  belonging  to 
the  corporation  in  his  hands  separate  and  distinct  from  his  own 
moneys,  and  he  is  hereby  expressly  prohibited  from  using  either 
directly  or  indirectly  the  corporation  money  or  warrants  in  his  cus¬ 
tody  and  keeping,  for  his  own  use  and  benefit  or  that  of  any  per¬ 
son  or  persons  whomsoever;  and  any  violation  of  this  provision 
shall  subject  him  to  immediate  removal  from  office  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees  ;  and  in  case  of  his  removal  his  successor  shall  be  appointed 
who  shall  hold  office  for  the  remainder  of  the  unexpired  term. 

Sec.  2.  The  Treasurer  shall  annually,  between  the  first  and 
tenth  of  April  make  out  and  file  with  the  clerk  a  full  and  detailed 
account  of  all  such  receipts  and  expenditures  and  of  all  his  trans¬ 
actions  as  such  treasurer  during  the  preceding  fiscal  year,  and  shall 
show  in  such  account  the  state  of  the  treasury  at  the  close  of  the 
fiscal  year;  which  account  the  clerk  shall  immediately  cause  to  be 
published  in  a  newspaper  in  the  Village  of  Western  Springs,  if  there 
be  one,  and  if  not,  then  by  posting  the  same  in  a  public  place  in  the 
•clerk’s  office. 
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CHAPTER  XXIX. 

TREES. 

Section  i.  All  shade  and  ornamental  trees  shall  be  planted 
at  least  six  feet  inside  of  the  outer  line  of  the  sidewalk  ground  as 
defined  and  established  by  the  chapter  relating  to  sidewalks. 

Sec.  2.  No  person  shall  cut,  break  or  otherwise  injure  or 
destroy  any  shade  or  ornamental  trees  upon  or  along-side  any  side¬ 
walk  or  ground  allotted  for  sidewalk  purposes,  under  a  penalty  of 
not  less  than  two  dollars  for  each  offense. 

Sec.  3.  If  any  tree  shall  have  been  heretofore  planted  without 
the  line  established  at  the  time  the  same  was  set  out,  or  shall  here¬ 
after  be  planted  in  violation  of  this  chapter,  the  Board  of  Trustees 
shall  have  power  to  and  shall  in  their  discretion  cause  the  same  to 
be  taken  up  and  re-set. 

Sec.  4.  If  any  tree  shall  be  suffered  by  the  owner  or  occupant 
of  any  premises  to  grow  in  such  a  manner  as  to  obstruct  the  rays  of 
light  of  a  public  lamp,  or  obstruct  the  free  passage  of  persons,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Marshal  to  notify  the  owner  or  occupant  of 
the  premises  forthwith  to  trim  the  same  in  the  manner  specified  in 
the  notice.  If  any  person  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  comply  with 
such  notice,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Marshal  to  cause  such  trees 
to  be  trimmed,  and  the  person  so  neglecting  or  refusing  shall  be 
subject  to  a  penalty  of  one  dollar  for  each  tree  he  was  notified  and 
refused  or  neglected  to  trim. 

Sec.  5.  No  person  shall  cut  down,  destroy,  break  or  in  any 
manner  injure  any  tree  or  shrub  standing  in  any  street  or  other 
public  place,  except  by  permission  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  under 
penalty  of  five  dollars  for  each  offense. 

Sec.  6.  All  trees  maintained  or  cultivated  in  any  street  or 
public  place  by  the  owners  or  occupants  of  the  abutting  property 
shall  have  the  boughs  or  branches  cut  or  trimmed  close  to  the 
trunks  of  the  trees  at  least  ten  feet  above  the  ground ;  and  it  shall 
not  be  lawful  to  keep  or  maintain  or  cultivate  trees  in  any  of  the 
streets  or  other  public  places  in  the  Village,  excepting  in  the  manner 
provided  in  this  ordinance,  under  penalty  of  one  dollar  for  each 
offense.

AN  ORDINANCE 


Repealing  General  Ordinances  No.  i  and  No.  2. 


Be  it  Ordained  by  the  President  and  Board  of  Trtistees  of  the  Village 
of  Western  Springs,  that  the  following  ordinances  of  said  Vil¬ 
lage  are  hereby  repealed  : 

Section  i.  An  ordinance  entitled  “An  ordinance  regulating 
the  meetings  of  the  Village  Board,”  approved  March  fifteenth, 
1886,  and  all  amendments  thereto. 

Sec.  2.  An  ordinance  entitled  “An  ordinance  concerning  Vil¬ 
lage  Officers,”  approved  April  nineteenth,  1886.
